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The President declared a majority of the Clergy and Lay 
Delegates to be present, and the Convention organized for 
business. 

On motion the Rules of Order of the last Convention were 
adopted as the Rules of Order of this Convention. 



The Rules of Order of the Convention of 1881. 



I. In case the Bishop withdraw from the sittings of the Convention he shall 
appoint a Presbyter to preside during his absence. 

II. Each session shall be opened with Prayer; the morning session of each 
day with the Daily Morning Prayer. The morning sessions (except on the first 
day) shall convene at 9 o'clock and adjourn at 12 o'clock noon. The afternoon 
sessions shall convene at 3 o'clock and adjourn at 5 o'clock P. M. The evening 
sessions shall convene at 7:30 o'clock and adjourn at 10 o'clock p. M. 

III. On the first day the order of business shall be as follows : 

FIRST DAY. 

1. The roll of the Clergy (see Canon i) shall be called by the Secretary, or 
in his absence, by a Secretary /r^ /^w, to be elected znva voce. 

2. The names of the Parishes entitled to representation shall be called, and 
the Lay Delegates from each shall present their certificates of election, which shall 
be referred to a committee of two clergymen to re^jort thereon. 

3. On the acceptance of their report, the roll of the Lay Delegates elected 
shall be called, and the President shall declare the Convention organized. 

4. Irregular and defective certificates shall be reported to the Convention, 
which shall decide on the admission of the delegates herein named. 

5. The Secretary shall be elected by ballot, who may appoint an assistant, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 

• 6. If the Treasurer of the Convention be absent, a Treasurer /r^ iem shall be 
elected viva voce. 

7. The President shall appoint the following standing committees : 

I. On the Admission of Churches into Union with this Convention — 
Consisting of two Clergymen and one Laymen. 
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II. On the Accounts of the Treasurer of this Convention — Consisting of 
one Clergymen and two Laymen. 

III. On the Report of the Trustees and Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund 

— Consisting of two Clergymen and three Laymen. 

IV. On the Report and Accounts of the Missionary Committee — Consist- 

ing of three Clergymen and two Laymen. 
V. On the Report of the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for 
the Diocese of Michigan — Consisting of two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. 
VI. On the Assessment of Parishes — Consisting of one Clergyman and 
two Laymen. 
VII. On Unfinished Business — Consisting of one Clergyman and two 

Laymen. 
VIII. On Subjeits and Speakers for the Missionary Meeting — Consisting 
of two Clergymen and one Laymen. 
IX. On Christian Education — Consisting of three Clergymen and two 
Laymen. 
X. On Canons — Consisting of two Clergymen and two Laymen. 
XI. On Christian Literature — Consisting of three Clergymen and two 
Laymen. 

8. The Bishop's Address shall then be in order, to be followed by the 
Parochial Reports. 

9. The reports of the Standing and Missionary Committees, the Treasurer of 
the Convention, the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and the Trustees of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, shall be presented and 
referred to the appropriate committees. 

10. Miscellaneous business. 

11. The evening session of the Convention this day shall be devoted exclu- 
sively to the Missionary Committee, for the purpose of presenting the needs of the 
Diocesan Missionary field, and receiving pledges for carrying on the work therein. 

SECOND AND SUBSEQUENT DAYS. 

IV. On the second and each subsequent day the order of business shall be as 
follows : 

1. Reading the Minutes of the previous day. 

2. The Roll of the Clergy and Lay Delegates called. 

3. Reports of Standing Committees in their order in Rule III. 

4. Elections. (See Rule V.) 

5. Reports of Special Committees, 

6. Miscellaneous business. 

2 
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V. The election of Treasurer of the Convention, Registrar of the Diocese, 
Standing and Missionary Committees, Trustees and Treasurer of the Episcopal 
Fund, Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, 
Deputies to the General Convention, and Trustees of the General Theological 
Semimry, shall be by ballot and in this order : For each election the Presi'^ent 
shall appoint tellers, who shall receive and count the votes, and report the result 
to the President, who shall declare it to the Convention before the next election 
shall be entered upon. A majority of all the votes cast shall constitute an elec- 
tion. If the Convention shall be able to finish its business in one day, these 
elections may take place after all the other business shall have been transacted. 

. GENERAL RULES. 

VI. Before the final adjournment of the Convention, the Minutes of the 
Session about to close shall be read and corrected, and signed by the President 
and attested by the Secretary. 

VII. No resolution shall be entertained until it shall have been reduced to 
writing ; and no motion shall be considered as before the Convention until it is 
seconded ; and when seconded it shall be stated by the President. 

VIII. When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received, 
unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it in- 
definitely, to commit or amend it, and motions for any of these purposes shall 
have precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay on the table an 
amendment be carried, the matter before the Convention shall be proceeded with 
as if no such amendment had been offered. The motions to lay on the table and 
to adjourn shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall a' ways • 
be in order. 

IX. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered at the same annual 
session, without the consent of two-thirds of the members psesent ; nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the prior decis- 
ion. ' 

X. Every member present when a motion is put shall vote thereon, unless 
excused by the Convention. 

XL On the requisition of any two members, the yeas and nays shall be calltd 
and entered on the Journal. {Concerning the vote by Orders^ see Constitution^ 
Art. VII.) 

XI I. All committees shall be appointed by the President unless otherwise 
ordered by the Convention, 
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Xm. When a member desires to speak, he shall arise and address the 
President in an audible voice. If more than one member rise, the President shall 
detennine the preference. 

XIV. No member shall speak twice on the same subject without leave of the 
Convention. 

XV. No member shall withdraw from the Convention without leave asked 
and voted. 

XVI. These Rules of Order, once adopted, shall not be suspended, unless by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members present ; nor shall any of them be changed or 
rescinded, except upon one day's notice of motion to that effect. 

The Rule of Order requiring the election of a Secretary by 
ballot was suspended, and the Rev. S. W. Frisbie being nomina- 
ted, was re-elected viva voce. 

The Secretary asked that the Rev. Paul Ziegler and the Rev. 
W. J. Roberts be appointed Assistant Secretaries. On motion 
they were appointed.

Resolved, That clergymen of the Diocese not entitled to seats in the Conven 
tion; clergymen from other Dioceses; candidates for Orders, and delegates 
from Missionary points, not entitled to representation, who may be present, be 
invited to attend the sittings of this Convention. 

The reading of the Bishop's Address being in order, the 
Bishop announced that the Address would be read at the Mission- 
ary Service to-night. 

The Parochial and Personal Reports were then called for by 
the Bishop and were presented to him.* 

Mr. C. C. Trowbridge presented and read the report of the 
Standing Committee, as follows : 



Report of the Standing Committee. 



The StandinjT Committee of the Diocese of Michigan, report their official 
action since the last Diocesan Convention, as follows : 

June 15, 1880. — They organized by electing Rev. John A. Wilson, D. D., as 
President, and James V. Campbell, as Secretary. 

They recommended Rev. John W. Prosser to be ordained as Presbyter, and 
G. Mott Williams to be ordained Deacon. 

July 16. — They recommended Oliver J. Owen for ordination as Deacon. 

August 30. — They recommended Lewis C. Rogers for ordination as Deacon, 
and Benjamin P. Runkle as candidate for Orders. 

They appropriated fifty dollars a year until further ordered, to the widow of 
Rev. Richard Brass, deceased.

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September 27. — They recommended William H. Osborne as a candidate for 
Orders. 

December 20. — They recommended G. Mott Williams for ordination as 
Deacon. 

February 3, 188 1. — They recommended Moses Coit Tyler as a candidate for 
Orders. 

April 22. — They recommended William H. Osborne for ordination as Deacon. 

May 9. — They met with the Bishop at his request as a Council of Advice. 

May 19. — They met at the Bishop's request, as a Council of Advice. They 
also recommended Albert W. Ryan for ordination as Deacon. 

They also had laid before them an application made to them on the 13th in- 
stant for leave to organize a Parish in the City of Detroit, signed by John P. 
Sherrin, Thomas P. Bull, Alfred Dunn, W. B. Sprague, W. J. Mac Dougall, 
George T. Davis and William Holdsworth. 

June 7. — The committee met, read and approved their annual report. They 
also received and read a paper signed by the gentlemen who have applied for 
leave to organize a new parish at the comer of Fourteenth and Howard Streets, 
and resolved unanimously to further postpone the consideration of the same.

The Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan^ 
present to the Forty-seventh Annual Convention of the Diocese the following 
Annnal Report : 

There have been no changes in the real estate heretofore conveyed to the 
Trustees ; and but one conveyance has been made to them since the last report, 
a description of which is here given. 

On the 31st day of January, A. D., 1881, Joseph Twomble, of West Bay City, 
conveyed by warranty deed to the Trustees, etc , *' in trust for the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the First Ward of the city of West Bay City, Michigan," lots 
numbering five and six (5 and 6) and twenty-five (25) feet on the west side of lot 
number four (4) in block number seventeen (17) " according to the recorded plat 
of the addition to the village of Banks, now a part of West Bay City." 

The deed was recorded in Bay County on the 8th day of February, 1881.

Mr. H. P. Baldwin, in behalf of the Special Committee on the 
Increase of the Episcopal Fund, appointed at the last Convention, 
presented and read the following report, which, on motion was 
accepted and referred to the Committee on the Report of the 
Trustees and Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 

Appointed at the Convention of 1880, on the Endowment of the 

Episcopate. 



The committee appointed at the last Diocesan Convention to take into consid- 
eration the necessity for an increased endowment for the Episcopate, took an early 
opportunity to give the subject the consideration which its importance demanded. 
Being fully satisfied that the present and future well being of the Diocese required 
that the Fund should be so increased as to yield an income sufficient for the 
support of the Bishop, a circular was printed and distributed, calling attention to 
the necessity of raismg $50,000 for this purpose. 

Following this action, several members of the committee visited many of the 
churchmen of Detroit, and other parts of the Diocese, soliciting contributions to 
this object. It affords us much pleasure to state, that the importance of the 
movement was fully recognized, and responded to in a spirit of cheerful generos- 
ity. We are therefore able to report to the Convention the receipt of $48,675 in 
money, and subscriptions payable in money, leaving but the comparatively small 
sum of $1,325 yet to be obtained to make up the $50,000 in cash subscriptions. 

The committee has no doubt that the full amount can be procured in a very 
hort time. 

In addition to the money subscriptions, we have received a contribution, with 
a deed, of eleven acres of land near Detroit, valued at about $3,000. 

When this land shall have been sold, and the recent subscriptions paid, the 
Fund will amount to about $85,000. Your committee is of the opinion that 
efforts for the increase of this fund should not cease until it shall reach such a sum 
as will furnish an adequate support for the Bishop. In view of the increasing 
difficulty in making safe investments, except at greatly reduced rates of interest, it 
is believed that $100,000 is as small an amount as will suffice for the accomplish- 
ment of this most desirable object.

AppHcations for admission into Union with this Convention 
were presented from the Parish of Trinity Church, Ovid, by the 
Rev. T. J. Brookes ; from the Parish of Trinity Church, Caro, by 
Mr. F. H. Thomas, and from the Parish of St. James* Church, 
Cheboygan, by the Rev. L. C. Rogers. 

On motion the applications were referred to the appropriate 
Standing Conimittee. 

Mr. W. C. Maybury moved that the copy of the proposed 
changes in the Constitution and Canons, be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Canons. Carried. 

Mr. H. P. Baldwin, in behalf of the Special Committee ap- 
pointed at the last Convention to consider the Memorial from the 
Diocese of Western Michigan, on a division of the Episcopal 
Fund, presented and read the following report : 

The Committee appointed at the last Diocesan Convention to confer with a 
Committee from the Diocese of Western Michigan, on the subject of a claim made 
by that Diocese for a portion of the Episcopal Fund, respectfully report : 

That no request for a conference has been received, consequently none has 
been had. A few days prior to the meeting of this Convention, a letter of inquiry 
from a member of the committee from the Western Diocese, was received, to 
which answer was made and the case fully stated as understood by the under- 
signed. 

The more consideration your committee gives to this subject, the greater is the 
surprise that such a claim should be presented. That it was clearly understood 
on both sides at the time that the consent to a division was obtained, that the new 
Diocese would provide its own Episcopal Fund, your committee think cannot 
admits of a doubt. But for such an understanding we do not believe that the con- 
sent of the Bishop and the Diocese would have been given. 

The Fifth Article of the Constitution adopted by the General Convention, also 
expressly provides that consent to the formation of a new Diocese within the limits 
of any other Diocese, shall not be given by the General Convention until it has 
satisfactory assurance of a suitable provision for the support of the Episcopate in 
the contemplated new Diocese. 
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In its application to the C>eneral Convention the required assurance was 
given. (See pages 78 and 240, Journal of General Convention, 1874). Consent 
was then given and the Diocese of Western Michigan was admitted. 

Another 7Jery marked evidence of the understanding alluded to, may be found 
in the action of the Convention of Western Michigan of 1875, at which a com- 
mittee was appointed " to confer with the Diocese of Michigan, and arrange all 
matters unsettled and unadjusted between the two Dioceses, to make a settlement 
with the Diocese of Michigan." That committee presented to the Conven- 
tion of this Diocese a Memorial asking the confirmation of an arrangement 
unofficially made by the Treasurers of the two Dioceses, whereby the assess- 
ments of the previous year upon Parishes within the limits of the new Diocese 
were equally divided between the two Dioceses. The Memorial also asked the 
Convention " to consider whether unpaid assessments for former years upon Par- 
ishes within the Diocese of Western Michigan ond unpaid pledges for Diocesan 
Missions made by Parishes within the Diocese, in vieiv of the large obligations of 
the nezv Diocese for the supportof its o%vn Episcopate^ Diocesan Missions, and 
other necessary expenses, might not properly be remitted." 

The Memorial likewise asked " that a portion of the Fund for Aged and In- 
firm Clergymen be set apart for the Diocese of Western Michigan." No allusion 
7uhatever 2uas made to the Episcopal Eund. Most assuredly such an omission 
could not have been made by a committee appointed for the express purpose ** of 
arranging all matters unsettled and unadjusted between the two Dioceses, to make 
a settlement tvith the old Diocese ^^ if it had been supposed that the new Diocese 
was entitled to a part of the Episcopal P'und. « 

The committee to which the Memorial was referred, without going into an 
examination of the sources from which the Fund had been derived, in a spirit of 
Christian generosity, reported in favor of a division of the particular Fund, a por- 
tion of which had been asked. The Convention voted to give the new Diocese 
$1,500, which was supposed to be a final settlement, an adjustment of all matters 
between the two Dioceses. This was in 1875, ^^^ years ago, and nothing further 
was heard until 1880, when another Memorial with a Preamble from the new 
Diocese was presented. The Preamble states "that the Diocese of Michigan had 
at the time of its division in 1874, an Episcopal Fund of about 135,000, and an 
Episcopal Residence estimated to be worth over $20,000 ; that the said Fund was 
contributed in part by persons now living in the Diocese of Western Michigan, 
and in part by persons not living in either Diocese," and proceeds to claim tha 
the Fund should be divided. The amount of the Fund as stated in the Preamble 
is not quite accurate. The Eund in 1874 was but $31^610 68. In 1875, $31,- 
889 54. Neither of these amounts included $1,150 of Iron Mountain and Ar- 
kansas Railroad stock, (then of very small value), contributed by the late John 
H. Swift, of New York, the only contribution to the Fund from a non-resident of 
the Diocese, 3 
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As to the Episcopal Residence. Every dollar of its purchase price, with cost 
of improvements, was contributed by residents of the present Diocese of Michigan, 
with the exception of $ioo, contributed by a person then — but not now — a resi- 
dent of Western Michigan, and besides, the subscription paper expressly stated 
upon its face as follows : 

** It is understood and agreed that the property shall be conveyed to the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of said Diocese, and it is further agreed that in 
case of a division of the Diocese at any future time, that it shall ever remain the 
property of such Diocese as shall embrace the city of Detroit." (See page 24, 
Journal of 1865). 

A careful examination of the Journals, and the books of the Treasurer of the 
Diocese has been made, from which the accompanying papers have been prepared, 
showing the sources from which the two Diocesan Funds were derived, as they 
existed at the time of the division. From these it will be seen that the Diocese 
of Western Michigan when it was paid $1,500, (in compliance with the resolution 
of the Convention of 1875), received within ^3'^ 30 of the whole amount con- 
tributed to the two Funds by Parishes and individuals within its territorial limits 
— and within ;55 1,045 8' of its total contributions, including pro rata of the income 
up to 1875, * y^*'^ ^^^^^ ^^^ division. 

Although fully satisfied that the new Diocese has neither legal nor equitable 
claim, and that until a recent period it had not intended to ask for any portion of 
this Fund, the undersigned, without having had an opportunity to consult the 
other members of the committee, were willing to recommend to this Convention 
to treat its only daughter with a spirit of Christian generosity, and to donate to 
the Diocese of Western Michigan the additional sum of $1,045 ^^t provided it 
were accepted in the same spirit, and as a full and final settlement between the 
wo Dioceses.

On the subject of the claim of the Diocese of Western Michi- 
gan, tor a division of the Episcopal Fund,, several members of the 
Convention at which the division of the Diocese took place, wit- 
nessed that according to their recollection, it was distinctly stated 
at that time, that no claim upon the funds of the old Diocese 
should be made by the new Diocese. 

Mr. B. Vernor moved the following resolution : 

ktsolved^ That the report of the Special Committee to whom was referred the 
Memorial of the Diocese of Western Michigan at the session of 1880, be accepted 
and the Special Committiee be authorized to contribute the sum of $1,045 81 in 
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full satisfaction for all conceived claims on the funds of the Diocese of Michigan, 
at the same time disclaiming any liability. 

Mr. A. P. Cook offered the following amendment : 

Provided that no part of the Episcopal Fund or income thereof be paid out 
for such purpose. 

The hour for adjournment having arrived, it was moved to 
suspend the Rule of Order and proceed with the business under 
discussion, to which an amendment was offered that adjournment 
be taken in ten minutes. The amendment was carried. 

Mr. C. W. Penney offered as a substitute to Mr. Vernor's res- 
olution the following : 

Resolved^ That the report of the Committee appointed by the Convention of 
1880 to confer with a committee of the Convention of the Diocese of Western 
Michigan, be accepted and spread upon the records, and the committee discharged, 
and that this Convention does not recognize the validity of any claim of the Dio- 
cese of Western Michigan upon this Diocese. 

A vote being taken on the substitute, it was carried. 

The Convention then adjourned to meet at 7:45 p. m. for the 
customary Missionary Service.

^* Whereas, certain islands in Lake Michigan, cpnstituting the County of 
Manitou, obviously belong geographically to the territory embraced in the Diocese 
of Western Michigan ; and whereas, the said Manitou County seems to hare been 
inadvertently omitted from the enumeration of Counties set off from the Diocese 
of Michigan to be erected into a new Diocese ; therefore

cese of Michigan, and the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Michigan, to give their 
consent to the transfer of the said County of Manitou to the jurisdiction of this 
Diocese ; and that official notice of the adoption of this resolution be transmitted 
by the Secretary of this Convention to the Convention of the Diocese of Michigan, 
and to the Bishop of Michigan."

To the Rt, Rev, Bishops Rev. Clergy and Lay Delegates of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the Diocese of Michigan^ in Convention assembled: 

The undersigned, your committee on Canons, to whom was referred the 
printed pamphlets herewith submitted, and respectively purporiing to contain the 
Constitution of the Diocese, with the amendments, pending the action of this Con- 
vention, also the Canons of the Diocese now in force, would respectfully report 
as follows : 

We find the Constitution as considered by the last Convention and provision 
ally adopted, pending final action by this Convention, printed correctly and in 
convenient form lor final action — the amendments proposed appearing in italics. 
There arc, however, a few omissions made in the compilation, in the matter of 
italicising, but your committee has noted such omissions and will call attention 
thereto as the several Articles are considered in Convention. 

Your committee further finds that the Canons as printed contain all the Canons 
now in force including amendments adopted, at the last Convention, and the pro- 
posed amendments to Canon IX. as then submitted, but upon which action appears 
to have been deferred. 

Your committee recommend that the Constitution as printed be taken up for 
final adoption at this Convention, and further, that Canon IX. be adopted as 
printed, with the following amendments, viz.: 

For Section 3 of said Canon IX., substitute the following — 

" Sec. 3. There shall be a Missionary Committee appointed .by the Bishop at 
each annual meeting of the Convention, of which committee the Bishop of the 
Diocese shall be a member ex officio, and to further consist of at least one Clergy- 
man and one layman from each Convocation." 

Also that Section 11 of said Canon IX, be stricken out. 
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Your committee further recommend that the amendments to Canon XI. as 
proposed in the last Convention be not adopted, but that Canon XI. as printed be 
adopted as a substitute after striking out the word " five " in line 2 of Section 1 of 
said Canon, also that action on the amendments to Canon XV. be deferred to the 
next Convention.

Your committee respectfully report that it has examined the accounts and 
vouchers of the Trustees and Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, .and find said ac- 
counts and vouchers correct, and believe the securities safe. 

Your committee have also had under consideration the report of the Special 
Committee on the Increase of the episcopal Fund, and find the encouraging fact 
that $48,675 in money and cash subscriptions have been received, also a deed 
of 1 1 acres of land near the city of Detroit, valued at about $3,000. The Fund 
now amounts to about $85,000. But that an adequate income for the support of 
the Episcopate may be assured, it is recommended by your committee that the 
Special Committee on the Increase of the Fund be continued with instructions to 
further increase subscriptions if possible, until the Fund amounts to $100,000, this 
being the least sum it is believed that will suffice for the accomplishment of the 
object in hand.

With respect to the application of Trinity Church, Ovid, we find no certificate 
of record, as required.

Report of the Committee on Christian Education. 



The committee on Christian Education beg leave to report, that while the 
important subject commiited to them is one which may profitably attract the 
attention of the Churchmen of Michigan, and induce liberal benefactions for the 
endowment and permanent foundation in our own Diocese, of schools for both 
boys and girls, which should command the confidence and the respect of all who 
are interested in Christian Education, the portion of the Bishop's Address in ref- 
erence to the Collegiate and Theological institutions at Gambler, Ohio, which has 
been by the action of this Convention, referred to this committee, affords at once a 
practical matter for consideration, and possibly of immediate action and utility. 

With assurance as to the advantages which are thus afforded to our youth and 
candidates for Holy Orders, your committee are prepared to recommend the 
adoption of the following Resolution : 

Resolved^ That the invitation extended by the Bishop of Ohio, through the 
Bishop of this Diocese, to the Church in Michigan, to participate in the privileges 
and in the government of the educational institutions at Gambler, be accepted by. 
this Convention, and that in response to the suggestion of the President of the 
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Board of Trustees of said institutions, that this Convention do now elect one cler 
ical and one lay member of the Board of Trustees of the Theological Seminary of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Ohio, and Kenyon College, to 
hold office for three years. 

The committee have also taken into consideration that portion of the Bishop's 
Address which refers to the establishment of ** a Hall " at Ann Arbor, to be under 
the care of a warden, for the use and occupancy of the students in connection 
witn our Church, who may be pursuing their studies at the State University.

Resolved^ That in the opinion of this Convention the establishment, so soon as 
miiy be practicable, of a Diocesan paper is desirable ; that the important character 
bf the Diocese, and the interesting nature of its Church news demand a paper 
whose weekly distribution may make such news generally known to our Church- 
men. 

Your committee would also call attention to the admirable list of publications 
now being issued by the Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, of 
London, England. Some of the most practical essays and lectures delivered 
during the present century by many of the most observing and thoughtful men of 
the Church, tending to inculcate the Church's teaching in Christian morals and 
life, and also in the refutation of modern infidelity and sceptical arguments, are to 
be found in the books of this Society. A strict censorship is maintained by the 
Society's managers upon all works which it publishes, and Chijrchmen may rely 
upon the elevating character of all its publications. 

A particular feature of this Society aside from the excellence of its books, is 
the surprising cheapness of the same. They can be pun based for a trifle above 
the cost price to the Society. We recommend to the Church people of this Dio- 
bfesfe, these excellent works.

The Rev. George Worthington, S. T. D., chairman of the 
Special Committee appointed at the last Convention to consider 
the Memorial of the Church Association of Michigan, presented 
and read the following : 
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Report of the Special Committee. 



Your committee, to ^whom was referred the resolution in reference to the 
Church Association of Michigan, and the terms upon which the property of the 
Diocese should be transferred to it, would report that they have met from time to 
time during the past year and have given the subject their earnest and careful 
attention. They regret that they have been unable to agree with the Church 
Association as to the terms upon which the property should be transferred to that 
corporation. We are of the opinion that the Church Association should be res- 
pectfully requested to change its articles of incorporation so that they shall agree 
with that portion of Sec. V. of Act No. 4, of the Session Laws of 1875, which 
provides for the election of the Trustees of a corporation, auxiliary to any religious 
Convention by the members of such Convention. They therefore recommend the 
adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved., That while this Convention recognizes the great advantages of having 
a body corporate, such as the Church Association, and while it is perfectly assured 
of the legal organization, and the honorable membership of said Association, it is 
not at present prepared to transfer to the corporation the funds of the Diocese. 

Resolved^ That whenever the Church Association shall have changed its char- 
ter in accordance with the above suggestion, this Convention is ready to transfer 
to it all Diocesan funds and to commend it to the confidence of Churchmen 
throughout the Diocese, 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

The Rev. Dr. Worthington, in behalf of the committee ap- 
pointed to consider the status of the Trustees of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, read the following 
Report : 

Your Special Committee to whom was referred that portion of the report of the 
Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, recorded 
on page 23 of the Convention Journal of 1880, which reads; "The Trustees 
further report to the Convention that an examination by them of the laws under 
which this incorporation was effected, the method of organization, and successive 
elections of the Trustees, has led them to the conclusion that the organic Isvw of 
the corporation is seriously defective in many particulars, which necessarily limit 
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and impair its usefulness ; " would report that in its judgment the facts above 
stated are correct, and that in the event of the Convention and the Church Associ- 
ation being unable to come to a mutual agreement as to the t^rms on which the 
funds of the Diocese should be transferred to that corporation, your committee 
would recommend that the Trustees of the Diocese be instructed by the Conven- 
tion to reorganize in pursuance of the provisions of an Act of the Legislature of 
the State of Michigan, approved on the 28th day of March, A. D., 1867, known 
in the Compiled Laws of 1 871 as Sections 3,131, 3,132, 3,133, and the Acts 
amendatory thereof.

To the Right Reverend^ the Bishop^ the Reverend Clergy and Lay Delegates of 
the Protestant Episcopal Churchy in the Diocese of Michigan^ in Convention 
assembled : 

The Board of Trustees of the Church Association of Michigan respectfully 
inform the Convention that a committee of this Board was appointed to confer 
with the committee of the last Annual Convention of the Diocese of Michigan, 
which committee was continued by that Convention for the purpose of conference 
with this corporation as. to the terms and conditions upon which a transfer of 
funds should be made ; that the committee of this corporation has had no oppor- 
tunity to confer with the committee of Convention on the subject referred to, 
although such conference was sought by the representatives of this corporation. 
In view of these facts, and of the importance of a full discussion and examination 
of the conditions of any such transfer by both parties concerned, in order to 
prevent hasty and ill-considered action by either, the Board of Trustees of the 
Church Association deem it inexpedient that any action should be taken by this 
Convention to carry into effect the transfer advised by the committee last year. 

The. members of this Board would have been gratified if their effort for the 
legal protection and the advancement of the Church's temporal interests in this 
Diocese, after full and frank discussion and investigation in committee had met 
the approval and gained the unqualified support of all the Church people of this 
Diocese ; but the Board are unwilling to accept any trusts without suitable pre- 
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liminary examination of, and agreement upon, terms ; and have no desire to 
undertake the discussion of the same without such cordial support as will ensure 
the largest practical results to the Church.

On Communication from the Secretary of the Diocese of Western 

Michigan, 



The committer have before them the resolution of the Diocese of Western 
Michigan at its late session June 2, 1881, in words as follows : 

** Whereas, certain islands in Lake Michigin, constituting the County of 
Manitou, obviously belong geographically to the territory embraced in the Diocese 
of Western Michigan ; and whereas, the said^Manitou County seems to have been 
inadvertently omitted fr.)m the enumeration of Counties set off from the Diocese 
of Michigan to be erected into a new Diocese ; therefore 

" Resolved^ That this Convention re>pectfully asks the Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Michigan, and the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Michigan, to give their 
consent to the transfer of the said County of Manitou to the jurisdiction of this 
Diocese; and that official notice of the adoption of this resolution be transmitted 
by the Secretary of this Convention to the Convention of the Diocese of Michigan, 
and to the Bishop of Michigan." 

Your committee have duly considered the subject and would respectfully 
report that it appears to them very clear that the territory set off from the Diocese 
of Michigan for the purpose of forming the Diocese of Western Michigan natur- 
ally included the islands in Lake Michigan constituting the County of Manitou, 
and that the Missionary work of the Church could be better done by the Diocese 
of Western Michigan, and as no work has yet been done in that County by the 
Diocese of Michigan, your committee would therefore present to this Convention 
the following resolution, and ask its adoption. 

Resolved^ That in accordance with the request of the Diocese of Western 
Michigan, this Convention does hereby give its consent to the transfer of the 
County of Manitou to the jurisdiction of the Diocese of Western Michigan.

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Resolved^ That the committee appointed at the last Convention be renewed, 
with request that they give consideration to such views as may be hereafter 
presented to them by the representatives of the Diocese of Western Michigan, or 
by any parties in interest, and report any recommendations they may reach, to the 
next Convention.

Rev. A. A. Butler moved the following Resolution, which 
was adopted. 

Resolved^ That the names of St. Paul's Church, Wenona, St. Luke's Church, 
Henrietta, and Christ Church, Stockbridge, be dropped from the list of Parishes 
in Union with this Convention. 

The chair appointed on the committee of conference with the 
Church Association, Mr. B. Vernor, in place of Mr. Henry W. 
Rogers, deceased, and Mr. C. D. Stevens, in place of Mr. Moses 
Coit Tyler, resigned. 

The Bishop appointed as committee to co-operate with the 
Church Building Fund appointed by the General Convention, 
Rev. C. H. W. Stocking, D. D., Rev. Paul Zeigler, Rev. M. A. 
Johnson, D. D., Mr. James E. Pittman, Mr. C. H. Richmond, 
Mr. Henry Doty, 

The Bishop appointed the following committee on the pro- 
posed Hall at Ann Arbor. Rev. George Worthington, S. T. D., 
Rev. Rufus W. Clark, Rev. M. A. Johnson, D. D., Mr. H. P. 
Baldwin, Mr. H. S. Frieze, Mr. J. M. Wheeler. 

The tellers of the ballot for the Missionary Committee having 
returned, made the following report :

There, being no further business before the Convention, the 
Secretary read the minutes of to-day*s session, which were ap- 
proved.

My Reverend Brethren, and Brethren of the Laity : 

The year that has elapsed since we were last assembled in 
Annual Convention, has been distinguished by many evidences of 
the Divine favor. An almost unexampled prosperity has scattered 
plenty over our land, while not a few tokens of grace have crowned 
the Church's spiritual husbandry. Such mercies, so bountifully 
bestowed, may well chasten us into humility; for surely we can 
but feel how little we ourselves have done, and how little we 
have deserved, as we survey the blessings, and acknowledge the 
goodness of our Heavenly Father. 

Since the last Convention, death has spared the ranks of our 
clergy. We miss some, indeed, whose faces and voices have been 
familiar here ; but they have not been withdrawn from the labors 
of the Militant Church. They have merely departed to other 
fields of earthly usefulness, and others have come to us to supply 
their places. Those who have gone we follow with hopeful and 
affectionate interest. Those who have come to us we greet with 
cordial welcome. Long may the bonds thus established be sus- 
tained, and richly may the hopes with which these our brethren 
join us, be realized in manifold blessings.

While the ranks of our clergy, however, have been undimin- 
ished by death, we are called to mourn the loss of a brother of the 
lay order, whose counsels will be' greatly missed in our delibera* 
tions. On the first day of March last, the Hon. Henry W. Rogers, 
who for several years had been a member of this body, fell asleep 
at his home in Ann Arbor. His last illness, which was protracted 
and severe, did not obscure the amiable and admirable traits of a 
character which had long been distinguished for its mingled 
strength and tenderness ; while the Christian graces which he had 
worn so worthily in health, conspicuously adorned his last earthly 
days, and crowned their end with peace. The lessons of such a 
life and such a death do not need to be recounted here. Being 
dead, he yet speaks to us ; and we who remember him will not 
soon forget, I trust, how wise and winning gentleness and gracious- 
ness are in the councils of the Lord's House, and in the delibera- 
jtions of brethren. The loss of such men, however, admonishes us 
to inquire betimes whether we who remain are prepared to take 
their places. How much of the prosperity of the Church in this 
Diocese has been due, under God, to the zeal and devotedness of 
men who long have led us in every good work ! It is time for us 
to ask ourselves the question seriously, Where are the men who 
shall be willing to succeed to their labors ? Are the young men 
coming on who shall be able to stand in the lot of these valiant and 
knightly men when they are gone ? 

In this connection it is proper that I should record the death of 
another faithful servant of God, who, though he has not been a 
member of this body since my connection with the Diocese, did 
for many years take his seat annually as a member of the Conven- 
tion. Since we last met, Mr. Leonard Sprague, Senior Warden of 
Zion Church, Pontiac, entered into rest at his home in Oakland 
county. You who have known him through long years of faithful 
service, do not need to be reminded of his modest and sterling 
virtues. His death was a worthy ending of his useful and devoted 
life ; and when his last will and testament was read, it was found 
that he had left generous legacies to Zion Church and the poor of 
his parish and county, as well as to the geperal and Diocesan work 
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of the Church. May many others of the Church's children, moved 
by the pious example of this godly man, so dispose of the earthly 
treasure with which God has blessed them, that their works shall 
follow them also when they shall rest from their labors ! 

During the past year the General Convention met in the city of 
New York. In many respects it was a notable Convention. The 
presence of the Bishop of Edinburg was most welcome, not only 
for his own sake, but also because it was a practical recognition of 
the intimate relations which unite us with the venerable Church of 
Scotland. The presence of Bishop Herzog, also, of the Christian 
Catholic Church of Switzerland, was a practical realization of even 
wider relations. The influence which the visit of this courageous 
young prelate has left behind him, will enable us, I trust, to realize 
more fully and understand more accurately the relations which this 
Church sustains both to the Protestant and the Catholic world. 

Among the important transactions of the late General Conven- 
tion was the adoption of a resolution proposing an amendment to 
the Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer, the object of 
which amendment is to authorize shortened services in accordance 
with specific directions and limitations therein contained. The 
Constitution requires that such proposed amendments should be 
adopted by one General Convention, that notice of the same should 
be given to the several Diocesan Conventions, and that they should 
be finally adopted by the next General Convention, in order to go 
into effect. It is not my purpose to do more than to call your atten- 
tion to this important proposition. No action is required of this 
body. The proposed amendment is sent down to us for our infor- 
mation, and it will be read at the proper time by the Secretary. I 
trust, however, that the matter so brought before you may not fail 
to be pondered and inquired into by you, in order that the Church's 
final action may be guided by intelligent and well-matured opin- 
ion. In this connection it is my duty to call your attention to 
other action of the same Convention which has an important 
bearing on this subject. In accordance with a resolution adopted 
by both Houses, a joint committee, consisting of " seven Bishops, 
seven Presbyters and seven Laymen," was appointed **to consider 
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and report to the next General Convention whether, in view of the 
fact that this Church is soon to enter upon the second century of 
its organized existence in this country, the changed conditions of 
the national life do not demand certain alterations in the Book of 
Common Prayer in the direction of liturgical enrichment and 
increased flexibility of use.'* That committee has already entered 
upon its deliberations* The conclusions reached by it will doubt- 
less be given to the Church from time to time, and I invoke for 
them the earnest interest of the Churchmen of Michigan. That the 
results to be attained will be wise and helpful, I do not doubts The 
significance of the whole movement will not escape the attention 
of the thoughtful. 

Another notable feature of the late General Convention was 
the practical working of the new Missionary Canon, under which 
the two Houses of the Convention, - together with the Managers 
and Officers of the Domestic and Foreign Committees, constitute 
the Board of Missions, and, as such, are directed to meet and 
deliberate as one body on certain specified days of the Session. 
This bringing of the two Houses together, and the conversion of 
the whole body into a Missionary Council, were marked by the 
happiest results. Never have there been so thorough and earnest a 
discussion of our great missionary work, and such wide and gener- 
ous enthusiasm for its interests, as were attained by these delibera- 
tions. One of the most important results reached was the adoption 
of a new plan for securing systematic offerings for the support of 
Missions — a plan so wise and business-like that it cannot fail, if 
heartily worked, to give us reliable and largely increased resources 
for the maintenance of the Church's greatest work. I have already 
commended this plan to the Churchmen of the Diocese. I wish 
again to urge its adoption. If it be thoroughly carried out in every 
parish, the good result of securing a regular missionary income will 
have been attained almost once for all. In this way our people can 
easily arrange for the regular discharge of a great duty; and in this 
way Churchmen can be trained to make systematic offerings for the 
Church's needs. But, brethren, this plan will not work itself. Its 
efficiency will depend upon the heartiness with which it is adopted 
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and the faithfulness with which it is carried out. As in the case of 
many like matters, much will depend upon the Clergyman. If he 
allows his sense of the needs of his own work, or of the inadequacy 
of his own support, or any consideration of timidity or caution, to 
hold him back, this plan will surely languish and end in a disastrous 
failure. But if he embrace it with all his heart he can so urge it 
forward as not only to make it succeed, but, with its success, to 
open the hearts of his people to give more freely to objects nearer 
home. 

Another important movement begun by the General Convention 
sitting as a Board of Missions, was the establishment of a Commis- 
sion called the " American Church Building Fund Commission,*' 
consisting of all the Bishops, of one Clergyman and one Layman 
from each Diocese and Missionary Jurisdiction, and of twenty 
members at large appointed by the Presiding Bishop. The object 
is to create a fund of one million dollars, the income of which 
shall be used to aid the building of new Churches. The Commis- 
sion wish to complete the fund by October, 1883, ** that the General 
Convention may then present it as an offering to God, a memorial 
of His care in the past ; for the extension of His Kingdom in the 
future, and that it may commemorate the Centennial of the 
Amertcan Church, as a Branch of the Church Catholic.*' In 
accordance with a circular appeal issued by the Executive Com- 
mittee of this Commission, I now bring the matter before you, giv- 
ing it my own unqualified approval. I respectfully suggest that 
the Convention take action directing that a collection be taken up 
in every Congregation in this Diocese, on a certain specified Sun- 
day in each year between this and the next General Convention ; 
remembering that the first year will expire on the first of October 
next* This much we, of Michigan, must not fail to do. I also 
suggest that you consider the expediency of appointing a Com- 
mittee to co-operate with the members of the Commission for this 
Diocese in urging liberal offerings and soliciting individual sub- 
scriptions. I forbear to enlarge upon the great utility of such a 
fund. The movement speaks for itself. We in Michigan have 
resolved to help forward all of the Churches work. We cannot 
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afford to withold our generous sympathy and aid from this beneficent 
undertaking. 

Time does not permit me to speak of other transactions of the 
late General Convention. I cannot forbear, however, to speak of 
the temper and spirit which distinguished it. Never have we had 
a more earnest and enthusiastic Church Council, nor one which 
more truly represented the real temper of the Church. There was 
a notable absence of party spirit. The tide of the Church's life 
has risen above the region of partisan controversy. It was seen 
and felt that the Church, like her living Lord, is passing on with 
the revolving years, and that her business, like her Lord's, is to 
deal with actual history, and with the actual needs of the living 
and dying men around her. No one who caught the tone and 
temper of that body can doubt that the Church does ajt last realize 
her mission as the American Catholic Church, with a polity wisely 
adapted to the social, political and moral needs of the American 
people. 

A year ago mention was made of a movement which was 
intended to interest this Diocese in the Theological Seminary and 
other institutions of Christian learning at Gambler, Ohio. Since 
that time the Board of Trustees of the said Theological Seminary 
have adopted a resolution proposing ** that the Constitution of the 
Theological Seminary be so amended as to provide for a regular 
and stated Visitation of the Theological Seminary by the following 
Bishops, namely : of Western New York, of Pittsburgh, of West 
Virginia, of Kentucky, of Michigan, and of Indiana. Also, to 
admit into the Board of Trustees one Clerical and one Lay Dele- 
gate from each of said Dioceses which shall consent to unite as a 
party in and to the said Constitution, such Clerical and Lay Dele- 
gate to be elected by the Convention of said Diocese for the term 
of three years.*' My understanding is, that the proposed amend- 
ment of the Constitution has been approved by the Convention of 
the two Dioceses in Ohio, and has been finally adopted by one 
of them, but that it has yet to be finalfy acted on by the other. 
Whether it would be premature for this Convention to consider 
t) is matter prior to such final action, is a question which I submit

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for your determination. I am assured that the amendment pro- 
posed will certainly be adopted, and I am asked to bring the matter 
before you for your consideration. I do this very cheerfully, and 
with a grateful sense of advantages already generously extended at 
Gambier to candidates from this Diocese who are pursuing their 
studies there. In a letter referring to this matter, recently received 
from the Bishop of Ohio, he says : ** We offer for your use and that 
of your Diocese all the foundations already laid in Gambier. These 
institutions in Ohio are not for Ohio, but for the Church ; and the 
Constitution is more general than that of any Institution in the 
Church. It is intended thereby that it shall secure to all the 
Bishops in the country, and to the Dioceses immediately adjoining, 
especially, all the advantages which we have gained by fifty-six 
years of labofr." I suggest that this important matter be referred 
to the Committee on Christian Education. 

Let us now proceed to the consideration of the condition and 
needs of our own Diocese. A detailed statement of my official 
acts is appended, ^nd will be printed. Speaking generally, there 
has been a marked improvement in the condition of the Diocese. 
Indeed, the evidences of prosperity and spiritual well-being are 
numerous and most encouraging. Among the large resources that 
have been generously contributed during the past ^ar, I ought to 
make special mention of the increase of the Episcopal Fund. The 
committee appointed at the last Convention have made their report, 
from which it will appear that they have met with the most gratify- 
ing success. The Convention has already made a cordial acknowl- 
edgment of the zeal and faithfulness of this committee and of the 
generous liberality of the subscribers. The remarkable success of 
the committee is very gratifying on every account ; as an evidence 
of the zeal and interest of our people ; as placing our Diocese in the 
front rank of American Dioceses in the matter of a generous pro- 
vision for the support of the Episcopate ; and chiefly because it 
will relieve the parishes of a burden long borne, and enable them 
to increase our available resources for the sustentation of other 
departments of our common work. Let me, then, since the matter of 
Episcopal support has been so generously provided for, speak a word 
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just here in favor of a more generous support of our parochial and 
missionary clergy. As a Church we should resolve to make an 
immediate advance in this matter. The expense of living has been 
greatly increased. The standards of taste and intelligence have 
been raised, and demand larger expenditures in all departments of 
our domestic and social life. We must also make larger expendi- 
tures for the support of religion. Rates that were quite adequate 
twenty or even ten years ago are no longer suflScient. The world 
is moving, and the Church must recognize it. Surely no Church 
ever had a more generous laity than ours. Let me beg them to 
take generous views of this matter also. No Diocese ever had a 
more self-denying and self-sacrificing clergy than this; but no 
amount of self-denial and self-sacrifice will enable a clergyman to 
live comfortably now on what may have sufficed a few years ago. 
Besides, a clergyman ought not to be expected to live in every case 
on what may be quite adequate to the support of his lay brother. 
For the clergyman is not in the way of making bargains, of utiliz- 
ing advantages, and so taking care of himself. He ought to live 
apart from these things. It is true that his calling commits him to 
a life of simplicity ; but then he ought to be a man of books, of 
culture, of taste; he ought to have the surroundings, in some 
degree, of a cultured life. Else how can he minister acceptably to 
a laity of constantly increasing culture. Moreover, his life is not 
adjusted to the pursuit of gain. What is innocent or even helpful 
in business life may seem to be mere sordidness in a clergyman. 
Save your clergy from the appearance of sordidness. Keep them 
high-minded in the best sense of that word. Let them have the 
means to live above anxiety ; enable them to care for their families, 
to give to a brother in want, to exercise a generous hospitality. 
Help them so to live as to be patterns and examples to their flocks. 
Their business is to mind eternal things, and to win you and your 
children to aspire to them. Let it be your business, as you care 
for your own homes and your own children, to care generously 
likewise for them and theirs, remembering gladly the apostolic 
injunction, " that he that is taught in the Word should minister to 
him that teacheth in all good things." 
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Before passing to more general considerations, let me speak of 
one matter that relates to our methods and the permanent equip- 
ment of our Diocese. As to our methods, I wish to say that I am 
not prepared to recommend the final adoption of the Canon on 
Convocations which I myself proposed last year, and which has 
been put into tentative operation. I think that the old Canon, 
which is still in force, will better answer our needs until a larger 
measure of experimental interest in Convocational work shall have 
been engendered. All that is really desirable of the methods provi- 
ded for by the new Canon can be put into practical operation under 
the old. As to equipment I trust that instrumentalities and agencies 
may be devised first to secure and then to safely manage resources 
for the building of Churches and parsonages, for the sustentation 
■of Missionary operations, for the support of Charities, for the 
distribution of Christian literature, for the support of Christian 
education (as for instance, by the establishment of a Hall, at Ann 
Arbor, where our Church youth may reside under the care of a 
warden while they are pursuing their education at our great State 
University), for the proper care and support of our aged and infirm 
clergy, and for the widows and orphans of our deceased clergy ; and 
last but not least, for the assistance of worthy and deserving men 
who are preparing for the Church's ministry. No more important 
business can come before this Convention than the devising of a sat- 
isfactory plan to promote these objects. I commend the matter to 
your earnest and candid consideration, only asking you to let the 
result of your deliberation be the unanimous and cordial adoption 
of such means as -will command the confidence of the charitably 
disposed, and move them to give freely of their means to equip the 
Diocese to do its great work. 

I have referred to the encouraging results attained during the 
past year. Some parishes lately burdened with debt, as for instance, 
St. Paul's, Marquette, St. Paul's, East Saginaw, and Christ Church, 
Adrian, have paid off their indebtedness, and started on a new career 
of prosperity. Others have been otherwise rejuvenated and quickened 
into new life under the inspiring influence of courageous and hopeful 
Rectors. Many new missions have been started. Regions hitherto 
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unoccupied, as for instance, Huron County, portions of Sanilac 
County, the lake shore north of Saginaw Bay, and the region 
traversed by the Detroit, Mackinac & Marquette R. R.J are to-day 
occupied and being brought under the Church's care and influence. 
Strategic points of great importance have been taken possession of, to 
be made the base of important missionary operations, as for instance, 
Sault Ste. Marie, Menominee and Point St. Ignace. Churches, 
Chapels and Rectories have been built or are being built, corner 
stones have been laid, and in other places the resolve to build is 
matured and ready to go into effect. But while much has been 
done, far more remains to be done. As time has gone on my con- 
viction has deepened, that we as a Diocesan Church have unusual, 
nay, unexampled opportunities for effective missionary work, and 
that we have corresponding responsibilities. The extensive vacant 
regions of our Diocese are being settled with even greater rapidity 
than I predicted a year ago. Thousands of enterprising people are 
moving into our State, and making their homes within her borders. 
An intelligent gentleman who occupies an official position enabling 
him to know, informs me, that of the rapidly increasing population 
now settling the lands in Chippewa, Mackinac and Schoolcraft 
Counties, at least fifty per cent, are the children of the Church, 
and a large proportion of the remainder can be won to the Church 
if we are able to offer them the Word of Life. The same amazing 
growth and abounding opportunities are exhibited in other portions 
of the Diocese. I myself have visited and held the first Church 
service in a town of three thousand souls, having hotels, numerous 
" stores'* and an *' opera house,*' where but eleven months before 
the first tree was felled in an imbroken forest. I know whereof I 
§peak when I say that the prompt occupation of these newer regions 
is a matter of the greatest practical and economical importance. 
We can easily become in this way the leading and most influential 
religious body in localities, where a few years hence we shall be 
resisted as intermeddling intruders. But in order to this prompt 
occupation and the seizing of these golden opportunities, we need 
more first-class men, and money, not only to support them, but to 
aid them to build Churches- 1 know a region where a laborious

and self-denying missionary is now serving five mission stations, in 
which region there is not one single Church building of any kind 
whatever. ^ There is a large population. The people are poor but 
industrious and enterprising. They have homes and school-houses, 
but for the lack of Churches their children are growing up without 
religious instruction. Now, for thirty-five hundred dollars, we 
could build those five Churches, and so effect the permanent occu- 
pation of that important country. The same is true of may an- 
other locality. Brethren, we need men, and we need means to 
carry on this great work, the most urgent, pressing, promising 
work ever offered at any time or in any country, all things con- 
sidered, to any branch of the Church. It lies at our very doors. 
God has given us strength and means in the older parts of the 
Diocese, We have a well established and well supplied base of 
operations, and the highways of commerce stretch hence into all 
the country where our great campaign lies. Never have there been 
such opportunities, but they must be seized at once. We must do 
this work, and we must do it speedily. Otherwise it will pass from 
us forever. Let us give a few moments now to the more careful 
consideration of the opportunities and the duties of this hour. 

We believe that this Church is Christ's instrumentality for 
preaching His Gospel and bestowing His grace. Having a fixed 
and certain faith, a historic succession, and an unchanging order, 
but with an organization adjusted to the political and social needs 
of this English speaking people, through a series of events which 
we can but regard as Providential, we believe that the Living 
Christ is speaking to-day through this Church to this people. It 
was not a matter of mere chance, or of man's devising, that this 
Church should have adapted its organization so wisely and so 
marvelously to the very frame work of our American life, and that 
in all its history it should have moved as it continues to move along 
the lines of American Statesmanship ; for this Church's history is 
the working of the Living Christ among this people, and its 
mission is to disciple this nation and teach it to observe and do the 
things which Christ has commanded. This work lies before us. 
We are responsible for its fulfilment. And this responsibility is 
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two-fold. It is a corporate responsibility, and it is an individual 
responsibility. Let us consider for a moment what this means. 

The term *' dualism *' has acquired an evil signification, because 
of its association with various heathen errors and Christian heresies ; 
but the word itself very accurately describes one remarkable char- 
acteristic of Christianity. The history of the Church may be 
.described as the operation of diverse and apparently conflicting ' 
principles resulting in the harmony of actual holiness and practi- 
cal righteousness. Supernatural on one side, and natural on the 
other; the Head Divine, the members human, the Church has 
been defined as ''the supernatural in human natural form.*' So, 
likewise, the fixed and the variable ought to meet in the Church's 
polity, its order like its faith being unchanging, while its methods 
should be changed or amended *' according to the various exigen- 
cies of times and occasions. ' ' Even so the Church should cherish 
these two ideas of corporate and individual responsibility, preserv- 
ing the one as the rule of its organic life, and fostering the other 
as the charter of its children's freedom. The two combined 
correct and balance each other. Separated, the one leads to mere 
ecclesiasticism, of which Romanism is a notable example, and the 
other leads to a destructive individualism, of which we see 
examples in all the disintegrating sects of Protestantism. A dis- 
tinguished Bishop of our own Church has recently delivered, three 
eloquent lectures at Cambridge, England, on the evils of Individu- 
alism. It was a notable event that one of the most gifted sons of 
the American Church should have been invited at this time to the 
mother country to explain at the ancient University of Cambridge 
how disastrous in this land had been the principles which that 
same University had fostered in the dark ages of Puritan ascend- 
ency. Nevertheless, it is important for us to remember that Indi- 
vidualism is evil, and tends to evil, only when unconditioned by its 
dualistic antithesis. So conditioned, it is perhaps the most pre- 
cious gift which Christianity has yet bestowed upon the moral and 
political world. It would be quite easy to take the opposite 
ground, and plead the evils of Institutionalism when left unlimited 
by the sacred rights of the individual conscience. In point of 
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fact, this is constantly done, as for instance by a recent writer in 
the North American Review, who traces to such Institutionalism 
almost all the political and social ills that have afflicted humanity. 
The truth is, that this conflict between Institutionalism and Indi- 
vidualism had its philosophical genesis in the famous contest 
between Realism and Nominalism in the Middle Age. If time 
•permitted and occasion required, it would be of interest to point 
out how, before Christianity, the Platonic theory of ideas, as 
modified by Aristotle, laid the foundation for such an institution- 
alistic philosophy as almost excluded the notion of the responsi- 
bility of the individual. All the tyrannies and superstitions of 
that ancient world had this philosophical basis. The teaching of 
the early Church was fast rectifying this, after its customary practi- 
cal manner, when Neo-Platonism arose, and, in the long effort to 
reconcile Christianity with the old philosophy, the strpng Indivi- 
dualistic tendencies of the former were wholly obscured if not 
eradicated. When, therefore, in the Middle Age, the study of 
Aristotle was introduced into Europe once more by and through 
the Mohammedan Doctors of Cordova, the School Authors eagerly 
adopted a modified type of the old Institutionalism, and built up 
their famous doctrine of Realism, contending that Universals were 
the only realities and Individuals nothing except as derived from 
them. , Against this the reaction came at last in the theory of Nomi- 
nalism, which claimed that the Individual is the only reality, and 
Universals only figments of the mind, having no objective entity. 
The issue thus raised led to the most tremendous results. The 
latest and most brilliant champion of Nominalism, was William of 
Occam, an Englishman, who won the battle for his theory at the 
English Universities, and became the real father of English liberty, 
and the philosophical forerunner of the Reformation. The issues of 
Occam's victory were far more tremendous than he supposed. In 
politics. Nominalism became utterly disengaged from its corrective 
antithesis after a time, and so became the destructive Individualism 
of the Commonwealth. The re- establishment of this disrupted 
relation resulted finally in English Constitutional Liberty. In 
religion, this same Nominalism, disengaged in the same way from its 
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corrective antithesis became the destructive Individualism and 
Antinomianism of Puritanism and Independency. The re-estab- 
lishment of this disrupted relation resulted finally in that sober and 
practical type of religion which is the distinguishing characteristic 
of Anglican Christianity to-day. In this country the contest is not 
yet over. In the political order, indeed, it is so far adjusted as to 
give us our present admirable combination of governmental power 
and individual freedom. But in the religious order including the 
social order the conflict still rages, except where this Church has 
established the reconciliation. The reason why this Church 
is able to effect this reconciliation, is, that in this Church alone 
the two principles of corporate responsibility and individual 
responsibility are perfectly harmonized. It guards the individual 
conscience as the most sacred of God's gifts to the human 
soul. With jealous care it refuses to allow it to be subsidi- 
zed, or handed over to the control of priestly or any other '* direc- 
tion,'* or in any way to be tampered with. Therefore, the whole 
system of the Confessional is so utterly foreign to this Church and 
so hostile to its very genius. Such a system cannot make an 
Anglican Churchman. It makes a different type of man ; a man 
who tends to lose his sense of accountability to his own -conscience 
in his sense of corporate responsibility. But this Church enforces 
individual responsibility, making every man the keeper of his own 
conscience, while at the same time it distinctly recognizes, in con- 
nection with this, the corporate responsibility of the Church as a 
Kingdom having duties to perform, and a work to do, to which all 
its children are summoned. The ultimate principle of individual 
responsibility is the sanctity and dignity of conscience. The 
ultimate principle of the Church's corporate responsibility is the 
Will of the Living Christ, the Church's Head, making itself 
obligatory upon all the members thereof. No religious body, 
therefore, can hold the synthesis of corporate and individual 
responsibility, which either abrogates or supersedes the rights of 
conscience as Rome does, or which, like the unhistoric sects of 
Protestantism, denies the contemporary working of the Living 
Christ through His organized Church in history. Thi§ Church 
10 
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alone can do it. Therefore, its mission is the conservation of 
this people. Within its walls and in its sober, dutiful life is to be 
found the only correction of the evils with which superstition on the 
one hand, and lawlessness on the other, threaten all that we ought 
to hold dear. It alone can teach us and help us to save our man- 
hood, and make the most of it, while it also shows us how to pre 
serve the sanctity of the family, the inviolability of the State 
and the continuity of the Church of God. 

I need not stop to argue these several propositions. We, at 
least, are committed as Churchmen to their truth. We distinctly 
recognize this Church's corporate responsibility for the doing of 
the work entrusted to it, and for the fulfilment of its mission. 
Therefore, we must equip it and sustain it adequately. Just as 
families and States and nations have their duties, as such, and their 
policies, and missions, and manifest destinies, so much more has 
this Church[its duties and manifest destiny ; and it has even a more 
urgent claim upon the resources of its people. It has a corporate 
concience, so to speak, to urge it on, and it has a corporate and 
indestructible life to devote to this service. Let us realize this. 
The thought is full of inspiration. It will help us to rise above the 
selfishness of mere individualism and mere Congregationalism, if we 
realize that this Diocese has corporate duties to perform, a corpor- 
ate responsibility for their performance, and a corresponding claim 
upon our resources of men and money. And the individual con- 
science so far from being absorbed by this sense of corporate 
responsibility is in reality quickened by it. Our treasures must be 
freely given. No involuntary tribute is levied in the Church. Our 
only resources are the free will ofierings of the people. We have 
deliberately renounced all the priestly machinery employed by the 
Church of Rome to enforce contributions. W^e will not allow any 
consideration to trammel conscience or interfere with the freedom 
of the individual. But because of this freedom and in its exercise 
the Church's treasury is the accurate register of the faith and devo- 
tion of its members. As faith and devotion are deepened and 
intensified, it is seen that the duties and responsibilities even of 
this life are best discharged by the individual man, not merely as a 
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segregated unit, but as a member of a living body, as a citizen of 
an everlasting kingdom, which, while not of this world yet includes 
all of it that is worthy. It is seen that all our real interests and 
worthiest affections urge us to make the Church's work our own ; 
because we love our country, because we love our homes, because 
we love our fellowmen, because we honor and love our Lord. Not 
otherwise can we so well and so truly serve home, country, fellow- 
man and God, as by giving and doing what we can for the enlarge- 
ment of Christ's Kingdom and the spread of the Gospel.

I first took charge of the church work in Cheboygan, October i, 1880. Ex- 
cepting a number of those confirmed, the above report includes only statistics 
from that date.

Since the month of January I have not failed to go to 
Hamburg every alternate Sunday, except once, when I went to Ann Artor to fill 
the Rev. Dr. Hall's place, as his Lay Readers could not, in the office of Holy Com- 
munion. For my services at Hamburg 1 have not yet received half as much as I 
have paid out fqr horse hire. The congregations are good and they express 
themselves pleased with my service They promise but do not pay. I cannot 
aftord, with my small income, to do the work much longer. I think if they could 
jointly with Brighton, have a clergyman of their own, it M'ould be better.

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I Qprnmenced work in this Mission on the 4th of February last, and had the 
good fortune of the conpany of our beloved Bishop, whose sermon, and counsels 
gave such a tone to the work, that the people at once resolved on vigorous action. 
We fo^nd but four or five families who were known to be church people, since 
which, between twenty and thirty have signified their adhesion. A public Halj 
was ippmediately rented; a Sunday School formed; a Mission organized; an 
organ purchased ; an efficient choir volunteered, and Tucker's Hymnal adopted. 
A Ladies' society is doing good work. The people are liberal, zealous, and 
devout, and will soon be ripe for Parish organization. Through the zealous exer- 
tions of Mrs. James S. Ayers, a silver Communion set, aliar books, altar cloth, 
with a beautifully embroidered frontal, have been presented by the Rev. J. S. 
Spencer, of Tarrytown, N. Y., in whose Parish Mrs. Ayres was, for some years, a 
communicant. We hereby record our thanks to the Rev. J. S. Spencer. A hand- 
some Cotta surplice has been presented to the Mission by Mrs. Dr. Richards. A 
missionary, in the backwoods, is so unaccustomed to receive presents from abroad 
that one scarcely knows how to be thankful enough for these presents. 



Other Mission Stations Associated with Port Austin. 

SANB BEACH,— I visited Sand Beach, in July, 1880, and found it impossi- 
ble to secure a place for worship till the 4th of August, when I obtained the loan 
of the Methodist church for one service. The church people arc few and some- 
what lacking interest. Have held Service twelve times in all, with an attendance 
varying from three to fifty. This is a fine locality for church work, and a rapidly 
growing place. We rent the Methodist church at$l for a monthly service; but 
are unable to raise even that amount to discharge the obligation, so that the rent 
falls upon me, or nearly so, with nothing for the clergyman's support. It costs 
me $2 a time to visit Sand Beach. I presume something could be done were a 
clergyman to reside here, but at a distance of 36 miles I can do comparatively 
little with only one service a month, under the circumstances. 

PORT CRESCENT is five miles west from Port Austin, which I reach once 
a month on a Sunday afternoon. Here are eight or ten church families who are 
zealous, liberal, and very anxious to be organized into a Mission. Have held five 
services to full houses. 

MERIDEN) Sanilac County. — Visited this place on the 14th of August, 1880. 
Found difficulty in finding a vacant hour in the only place available for worship, 
as two other preachers, and a Sunday School left but one vacant hour, at 4 o'clock 
in the day, for Divine service. The people received me kindly. I found about 
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twenty church families. What wijth the awkwardness of the hour for worship, 
and my living 40 miles away, I found. this Mission almost impracticable tp work., 
in with Huron County ; so, with the Bishop's consent, I handed Meriden over tp 
the Rev. J. Barrett, of Carson ville . Mission, in February, 1881. Held service 
eight times.

It is not very easy to put the amount of work performed in scattered Missions 
of this kind, and the good that may follow, into statistical reports. The church 
here is gradually gaining the confidence of the people, and her services are at- 
tended with interest and profit to many. The two visits of the Bishop during the 
Convention year have stamped the work with permanency and done a great deal 
towards building up the Kingdom of Christ in the townships. This county is in 
sad need of churches, and so anxious are the people for this object that at Deck- 
erville already there is an effort being made. The work is hindered for want of 
churches. The people are poor, however, and cannot do much towards the sup- 
port of the ministry. The population almost altogether have to depend upon 
agricultural resources. Last year the crops were a partial failure, and I fear the 
prospects are not very bright this year. Railway communication has opened up 
to a great extent this county, and there is a flow of immigration ; many of the 
settlers being very poor. They expect, as a matter of course, to have the same 
services in the country of their adoption as they had at their old homes. The 
want of the ministrations of the church in days gone by alienated many from the 
church. They joined other denominations ; although some of them have returned 
to the fold, whilst others grew indifferent. It is to meet such a want that Missions 
of this kind are established, and should have the sympathy of every faithful mem- 
ber of the church.

The General Convention of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church. 

To the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese of Michigan : 

Right Reverend Sir: — In compliance with the require- 
ments of Title III., Canon i, § iii. of the Digest, I hereby give 
notice that the following changes of the Book of Common 
Prayer are proposed, to-wit: those comprised in the resolution 
subjoined, said resolution having been constitutionally adopted 
by a General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
held in the city of New York, in October, A. D. 1880: 

Resolved, That the Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer be amended 
so as to read as follows, and that such proposed amendment be made known to 
the several Diocesan Conventions, in order that it may be adopted in the next 
General Convention, according to Article 8 of the Constitution : 

The Ratification of the Book of Common Prayer. 

By the Bishops, the Clergy, and the Laity of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, in General Convention assembled. 

The General Convention of this Church, having heretofore, to-wit — on the 
sixteenth day of October, A. D. 1789 — set forth and established a Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and Administration of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Cere- 
monies of the Church, and thereby established the said book and dedared it to 
be the Liturgy of this Church, and required that it be received as such by all the 
members of the same, and be in use from and after the first day of October, A. 
D. 1 790 ; the same book is hereby ratified and confirmed, and ordered to be the 
use of this Church from this time forth. 

But note, however, that on days other than Sunday, Christmas Day, the 
Epiphany, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and Ascension Day, it shall suffice if 
the Minister begin morning or evening prayer at the General Confession, or 
the Lord's Prayer, preceded by one or more of the sentences appointed at the 
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beginning of morning and evening prayer, and end after the Collect for Grace, 
or the Collect for Aid against Perils, with 2 Cor, xiii, 14, using so much of the 
Lessons appointed for the day, and so much of the Psalter, as he shall judge 
to be for edification. 

And note, also, that on any day when morning and evening prayer shall have 
been duly said, or are to be said, and upon days other than those first afore- 
mentioned, it shall suffice, when need may require, if a sermon or lecture be 
preceded by at least the Lord's Prayer and one or more Collects found in 
this book. Provided, That no prayers not set forth in said book, or otherwise 
authorized by this Church, shall be used before or after such sermon or lecture. 

And note further, also, that on any day the Morning Prayer, the Litany, or 
the Order for the Administration of the Lord's Supper, may be used as a separate 
and independent service, provided that no one of these services shall be disused 
habitually.

Average number of services for the year in 81 Parishes ancl 
Missions, 107. 
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The Holy Communion administered 1,219 times ; a decrease of 62. Average 
for the year in 65 Parishes and Missions, i8|^. 

Families, 4,827 ; total number of souls reached by the pastoral ministrations 
of the Church, 20,551 ; an increase of 340 families, and 2,202 souls. Average 
number of souls in 83 Parishes and Missions, 247. 

Sunday School teachers and officers, 971; scholars, 8,223; ^^ increase of 
teachers and officers of 121; of scholars, of 1,157. This increase is in part 
merely formal, the reports being more complete this year than last ; but new Sun- 
day Schools have been organized at several points. Estimated number of Par- 
ishes and stations without Sunday Schools, 26. Average number of teachers and 
officers in 82 Sunday Schools, 12 . average number of scholars, 100^. 

Contributions for Parochial objects, $109,762 10 ; a decrease of ^^{16,643 25 ; 
the report for 1 880 having been made exceptionally large by the extinguishment 
of certain large Parish debts. Contributions for Diocesan o' jects, ^^14,902 17 ; a 
decrease of $7,034 47 ; the report for 1880 having included $5,000 of the cost 
of the St. Lukfe's Memorial Chapel, and the cost of the repairs on the Episcopal 
j-esidence. Contributions for General objects, $4,890 56; an increase of $1,030 
12; Sunday School contributions, $4,270 90; an increase of $66 35. Total 
coiltributions for all objects, $134,083 11 a decrease of $22,329 91. 

For a portion of the above contributions the sources named are : the offertory, 
$19,099 93; pew rents, $31,359 88; subscriptions, gifts, pledges, etc., $25,115 
46 ; and Parochial societies, $12,461 49. In a majority of the Parishes reporting, 
there is perceptible a slight increase in the regular income. 

Value of church property in the Diocese, $1,137,738 24; an apparent increase 
of $160,571 94, and a real increase of about $50,000; last year's report not in- 
cluding $110,000 for St. Luke's Hospital and the Episcopal residence at Detroit. 
Where the property is the same the former estimates of value have commonly 
been retained ; a marked alteration, however, being that of St. Paul's, Marquette, 
increased this year by $15,000. 

Indebtedness is reported in 24 Parishes and stations to the amount of $26,- 
273 71 ; a decrease of $17,850 51, due mainly to the extinguishment or reduc- 
tion of Parish debts at Adrian, Emmanuel Church, Detroit, East Saginaw, Flint, 
Hudson, Jackson, Port Huron and Saginaw City. Indebtedness about 2»^ per 
cent on the property encumbered. 

The clergymans' salary is reported in 18 Parishes at $1,000 or more ; in 9 of 
these at $1,500 or more, and in 5 of them at $2,000 or more, the highest salary 
paid being in one case $3,100, and in two cases $2,500 and the use of a Rectory. 
Three Parishes pay $800 or $900, two of them ^'ith use of a Rectory. Five pay 
$500 or $600. And 17 Parishes and stations pay $400 or less. Four salaries arc 
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reported increased, and four are reported diminished, the net increase on^iy sala- 
ries reported both years being $225. 

Sittings, 20,947, an increase of 1,425. About one-half of these sittings are 
free. In 31 churches the seats are all free; most of them being in very weak 
Parishes. In twenty churches pews are rented, and in ihree or four of them an 
effort is making to introduce the free system side by side with pew-rents. 

There are completed church edifices at seventy-one jjoints, at three of these 
with appended Chapels, and at three more with basement Chapels. There are 
now in course of erection three churches. There are twenty-four completed 
Rectories, and two more now building.

The Rules of Order of the Convention of 1882. 



I. In case the Bishop withdraw from the sittings of ^he Convention, he shall 
appoint a Presbyter to preside during his absence.

V. The election of Treasurer of the Convention, Registrar of the Diocese, 
Standing and Missionary Committees, Trustees and Treasurer of the Episcopal 
Fund, Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan, 
Deputies to the General Convention, and Trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary, shall be by ballot, and in this order : For each election the President 
shall appoint tellers, who shall receive and count the votes, and report the result 
to the President, who shall declare it to the Convention before the next election 
shall be entered upon. A majority of all the votes cast shall constitute an elec- 
tion. If the Convention shall be able to finish its business in one day, these 
elections may take place after all the other business shall have been transacted.

When a question is under consideration, no motion shall be received 
unless to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it 
indefinitely, to commit or amend it, and motions for any of these purposes shall 
have precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay on the table an 
amendment, be carried, the matter before the Convention shall be proceeded with 
as if no such amendment had been offered. The motions to lay on the table and 
to adjourn, shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always 
be in order. 

IX. A question being decided, shall not be reconsidered at the same annual 
session, without the consent of two-thirds of the members present ; nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the prior 
decision. • 

X. Every member present when a motion is put shall vote thereon, unless 
excused by the Convention. 

XI. On the requisition of any two members, the yeas and nays shall be 
called and entered on the Journal. [Concerning the vote by Orders^ see Constitu- 
tion^ Art VII,) 

XII. All committees shall be appomted by the President unless otherwise 
ordered by the Convention, 

XIII. When a member desires to speak, he shall arise and address the 
President in an audible voice. If more than one member rise, the President shall 
determine the preference. 
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XIV. No member shall speak twice on the same subject without leave of 
the Convention. 

XV. No member shall withdraw from the Convention without leave asked 
and voted.

Mr. Baldwin read the following report of the Special Com- 
mittee of the Convention of 1880, for the Increase of the Endow- 
ment Fund of the Episcopate. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 

Appointed at the Convention of 1880, on the Endowment of the 

Episcopate. 



The Special Committee appointed at the Diocesan Convention of 1880, to 
consider the necessity for increasing the Endowment of the Episcopate, reported 
to [the Convention of last year, the receipt of subscriptions to the amount of 
148,675, also a gift of eleven acres of land valued at about $3,000. The commif- 
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tee is now able to report additional subscriptions for ;$ 1,985, and the sale of the 
land alluded to for $3,000, making total subscriptions received $53,660, of which 
$47,201 66 has already been paid, leaving $6,458 34 yet to be collected, of 
which $4,275 is payable this year, $1,358 34 in 1883, and $825 in 1884. The 
amount collected has been paid over to the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund, 
from whose report it will be seen that the Fund-*including $1,200 due from the 
Diocese on account of appropriation made by the Convention of 188 1, and balance 
of $6,458 34 on subscriptions payable in 1882^ '83 and '84 — now amounts to $85,. 
758 34, exclusive of $3,702 50 premiums paid on $12,000 stock and lx)nds, which 
if added, would make a gross sum of $89,460 84. 

It affords the committee much pleasure again to state that the importance of 
the movement for the increase of this fund was fully recognized, and responded 
to by the Churchmen of the Diocese, in a spirit of cheerful generosity, and we 
cannot refrain from expressing the conviction that the eflfort was not only oi great 
importance to the future well being of the Diocese, but that its success is good evi- 
dence that it was made at the right timfe. The committee also desire to repeat its 
conviction, that, in view of the increasing difficulty in making safe investments — 
except at greatly reduced rates of interest, — that no proper efforts should be spared 
until the endowment fund shall have reached $100,000. 

Heretofore it has been necessary for the support of the Episcopate to assess 
the several parishes of the Diocese in the aggregate from $1,000 to $2,000 annu- 
ally. The committee would suggest whether it may not be wise to continue such 
assessment to a limited extent, the surplus so raised be added to the fund until it 
shall reach the sum of $100,000.

Mr. H. p. Baldwin, in behalf of the committee on the Claim 
of the Diocese of Western Michigan to a share in the Episcopal 
Fund, read the following correspondence : 



Hon. H. P. Baldwifty C. C. Trowbridge^ and others. Committee^ etc. : 

Gentlemen — At the Convention of the Diocese of Western Michigan, held 
at Kalamazoo, during the present week, by resolution, the power was continued to 
a committee, consisting of H. G. Wells, H. F. Severens, L. C. Chapin, M. B. 
Williams and J. P. Montgomery, to settle and adjust all matters of controversy 
between the Diocese of Michigan, and the Diocese of Western Michigan, 
in reference to a claim on the part of the latter named Diocese to a part of the 
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Episcopal fund now held by the former named Diocese. We desire to call your 
attention to the fact, that this power was continued to the committee by a unani- 
mous vote ot the Convention, without unkind talk or discussion, which, unfortu- 
nately for the cause of religion, has, in other parts of our country, connected itself 
with controversies, upon the subject of a division of the Episcopal funds. We have 
carefully examined the review of alleged facts in reference to the funds, as pre- 
sented to the Convention of the Diocese of Michigan at its session of 1881, and 
embodied in a written statement made by Hon. H. P. Baldwin and Hon. C. C. 
Trowbridge to the chairman of the committee acting in behalf of the Western 
Diocese, and all we now desire to say in reference to this statement, i^, that there 
exists a difference of opinion, honestly entertained, by parties in each Diocese, as 
to what transpired, and what was agreed upon, previous to the division. We are 
satisfied that the interests of the Church, in all Michigan, will be promoted by a 
speedy and equitable adjustment of the whole matter, without discussion, espec- 
ially any discussion that a part of the world might say, exhibited a lack of proper 
temper, and was unguarded. 

In behalf of the respective bodies, which these committees represent, let us 
agree to "dwell together in unity.'* We ask of you, as the representatives of the 
mother diocese, actuated by a spirit of kindness and liberality, to specify to us, the 
representatives of the daughter, how this question shall be settled, and thus, any 
possible distrust of each other, be forever removed.

To which your committee made the following reply : 

The Hon, H. G. Wells^ Chairman of the Committee of the Diocese of Western 
Michigan : 

Sir — We are in receipt of your communication of June 3, relative to a claim 
made by the Diocese of Western Michigan for a portion of the Episcopal Fund 
belonging to the Diocese of Michigan at the time of its division in 1874. You ask 
us " to specify to you, the representatives of the Diocese of Western Michigan, 
how this question can be settled, and thus any possible distrust of each other be 
forever removed." 

We trust that we fully appreciate the desirableness of entire harmony and good 
will between the old and the new Dioceses, and are willing to make every proper 
concession tending to such a result. The report made by the undersigned to the 
Diocesan Convention of 1881 — see Journal of that year, pp. 20 to 24 inclusive, 
the main facts therein stated, having previously been communicated to your 
committee — was prepared after a most careful examination of. the records of the 
Diocese, and after consultation with members of the Convention at which consent 
was given to the division, and with a sincere desire to do full justice to the Dio- 
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cese of Western Michigan — even at some sacrifice. . During the past year we have 
carefully reviewed the subject, and can arrive at no other conclusion than that 
stated in the report alluded to. 

In the report of last year the fact was stated that but one contribution to the 
fund had been made by a non-resident of the Diocese, viz : 1 1 shares of Iron 
Mountain and Arkansas Railroad stock, which was of little value when donated, 
or at the time of the division of the Diocese. During the past year the stock 
having considerably increased in value it was sold for $1,017 62. 

While we state in all kindness, in reply to your recent communication, that 
we cannot recognize a claim, we are willing in a spirit of christian courtesy and 
good will, to give to the new Diocese the amount offered last year, ($1,045 ^')' 
which, as then stated, is the entire balance contributed to the two funds of the old 
Diocese from all sources , within the territory of the new Diocese, which sum 
includes interest to 1875, the year after the division, and further, that all possible 
controversy may be avoided, the additional sum of $508 81, that being one-half 
of the proceeds of the recent sale of the Railroad stock contributed by a non-resi- 
dent, and making a gross sum of $1,554 62. 

The proposition herewith submitted, is subject to the approval of the Dioce- 
san Convention whi?ch will convene at Ann Arbor, on Wednesday the 7th. We 
have, however, but little doubt of its approval by that body, Provided \i is accepted 
in the' same spirit of christian kindness, and as a final settlement of all matters 
between the two Dioceses. 

You will readily appreciate the importance of an immediate answer, will you 
therefore telegraph your decision, to us, at Ann Arbor.

Hon. H, P. Baldwin^ Hon. C. C. Troiobridge^ Committee^ etc. : 

Gentlemen — Your letter of June 5th inst. I received this morning, by which 
we were advised that the committee of the Diocese of Michigan will recommend 
to the Diocesan Convention, assembled this day at Ann Arbor, as an adjustment 
of all matters between the Diocese of Michigan and the Diocese of Western Mich- 
igan, in reference to the Episcopal Fund, now in possession of the former named 
Diocese, the sum of fifteen hundred and fifty-four dollars and sixty-two cents 
($1,554 62.) 
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If the proposed report of your committee is accepted and adopted by the 
convention, we will accept in behalf of the Diocese of Western Michigan, the sum 
above mentioned as a final and full settlement of all matters of difference, and in 
controversy between the two Dioceses, and on payment of the same will give such 
proper voucher as may be desired.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 

Of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan. 



The undersigned was instructed by the corporate body, as Secretary thereof, 
to prepare and present to the Forty-eighth Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Michigan, the annual report of the corporation. 

In pursuance of such instruction, he would respectfully report as follows : 

At a meeting of the corporate body, held Feb. 24, 1882, there were present 
Rev. C. H. W. Stocking, D. D., Rev. Rufus W. Clark, Mr. William N. Carpen- 
ter, and Mr. Levi T. Griffin. 

The Rev. C. H. W. Stocking, D. D., was elected President, and Mr. Levi 
T. Griffin, Secretary, of the corporate body. 

A resolution was adopted, authorizing the Rev. Mr. Clark to secure insurance 
on All Saints' Mission, at Grand Trunk Junction, if in his judgment the same was 
desirable. The attention of the Trustees was called to the fact that a special 
committee upon the advisability of transferring property to the Church Associa- 
tion was in existence and had been requested to have a conference with the Church 
Association and the Trustees of the Diocese. — \^Journal of Proceedings^ 188 1. p. 

Thereupon the Secretary was instructed to communicate with said commit- 
tee and advise them ihat the Trustees expressed a hope that it might be conven- 
ient for the committee to confep with the Trustees as above contemplated, 
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The Rev. Mr. Clark also laid before the Trustees certain alleged defects 
which were claimed to exist relative to the l^ality and method of organization of 
the corporate body. 

* * « * • * 

A second meeting of the corporation was held on the 31st day of May, 1882. 

Present— Rev. C. H. W. Stocking, D. D., Rev. Rufus W. Oark, Mr. William 
N. Carpenter, and Mr. Levi T. Griffin. 

At this meeting the following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Dio- 
cese of Michigan are not satisfied that it is at present expedient to accept or con- 
sider any proposition looking to the trafisfer of the property now held by the cor- 
porate body, to any other corporate body, unless the members of such last corpor- 
ate body be elected as the present Trustees of the Diocese are — by the convention. 

Subsequent to the adjournment of this meeting, the Trustees held a confer- 
ence with the special committee hereinbefore referred to and of which the Rev. 
George Worthington, S. T. D., is chairman, and communicated the foregoing 
resolution to such conmiittee. 

The interest on the Wheeler legacy has been collected and paid over to Mr. 
J. E. Pittman, Secretary and Treasurer of the Missionary Committee. 

The Trustees have received no transfers of property during the past year. 
The Trustees are advised that this is to be accounted for from the fact that persons 
interested in the Church Association have supposed that such Association would 
supersede the present corporate body, and under the direction of the Convention, 
perform its functions,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 

Of Conference with the Church Association, and with the Trustees of 

the Diocese. 



The committee of conference with the Church Association, and with the 
Trustees of the Diocese, respectfully report, that it has met the latter but once, 
when there was present the entire Board of Trustees of the Diocese, and a full 
representation of the committee of conference. The convention has heard in the 
report of the Trustees of the Diocese, what may be regarded as the conclusion 
arrived at by this meeting, and it will appreciate our difficulty in harmonizing the 
diversity of opinion in regard to the usefulness and efficiency of the organization. 

Your committee have had three appointments for conference with the Church 
Association. Unfortunately we have not been able to secure the presence of all 
those who were appointed to confer. Yet we have made an earnest effort to effect 
a reconciliation of all difficulties, and to adjust all differences, with the hope of 
giving efficiency to an auxiliary in our Diocesan work, to which the Bishop in his 
address has referred in words of grateful commendation. 

The Association proposes the adoption of the following By-Law as a recog- 
nition of the claims of the convention to control the property and funds which may 
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by its action, be entrusted to it. We presume to give in connection with this 
report, and as introducing the proposition of the Church Association, a letter from 
the Hon. Chairman of their committee ; the propriety for which will be evident 
from the nature of the communication. 

Rev, George Worthington^ S, T, />., Chairman of the Special Committee appqinted 
to consider the Memorial of the " Church Association of Michigan : " 

Reverend and Dear Doctor — At the Diocesan convention of 1881, your 
committee reported to that body, that, in your opinion the Church Association 
should be requested to change its articles of incorporation so as to provide for the 
election of the trustees of the corporation by the Diocesan convention ; and after 
discussion, and the reading of a memorial from the Association, in which that 
body concurred with your committee in opinion that no transfer of the funds of 
the Diocese should be made to the. Association until there was a cordial agree- 
ment upon terms. Your report was recommitted for further consideration, and 
your committee was requested to have further conference with the Church Asso- 
ciation, 

At the annual meeting of the Association on the 4th of December, 1881, the 
Trustees were requested to ascertain if some mode could not be devised by which 
the election of trustees of that corporation might be effected, without the some- 
what hazardous process of reorganization. After nrature reflection, and due legal 
advice as to the mode, the trustees have now the pleasure to propose to your com- 
mittee the plan sketched in the accompanying preamble and by-laws, as covering 
the ground heretofore recommended by your committee for the election of trus- 
tees by the convention. Under its provisions the convention begin with a repre- 
sentative in the board of trustees, and year by year add to the number, until the 
whole body become the elect of the convention. 

If your committee approve the suggestion, and if the Diocesan convention 
adopts your report recommending the same, our trustees will immediately proceed 
to enact the by-law, and will be ready, whenever desired by the convention, to 
take over any trusts which that body may desire to commit to the corporation. 

On this point, however, I am strongly of the opinion, in which I have no 
doubt all the trustees concur, that so long as our honored treasurer lives, and will 
consent to hold the Episcopal fund, that fund should not be transferred. He has 
held it, and nursed it, for thirty years, without a dollar of compensation, or the 
loss of a farthing, and no body of men could hope for like immunity from impair- 
ment. Besides, in his hands, there are facilities for reinvestment not common to 
boards of trustees. 

If this proposed compact is perfected, there will be a suitable custodian, 
ready, whenever a contingency, by death or resignation, shall arise. Until then, 
I should hope no transfer of that fund would be made. 

As I understand, your committee concur with our trustees in approving the 
mode proposed for meeting the wish of the convention; I leave the matter in your 
hands and remain, etc.

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Proposed Amendment to the By-Laws of the Church Association of 

Michigan. 

Whereas, the constitution of this association provides (Art. 4, Sec. 2,) that 
the said Association shall act as ** auxiliary to the annual convention of the 
** Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Michigan, by receiving and exc- 
** cuting trusts for its benefit, in any funds or property under its control. 

And whereas, by the 6th Article of the constitution of said Association, it is 
provided that the Board of Trustees shall adopt proper by-law^s ** for the govern- 
**ment of the affairs and business of said corporation, and, (among other things,) 
** for the election, terms of office, and duties of the officers," etc. 

And whereas, the tenth Article of the constitution provides that " at the 
** annual meeting in December, one trustee shall be elected by the Association by 
** ballot." 

And whereas, it is desirable that this Association should hold such relation to 
the convention of this Diocese and the authorities thereof, as will tend to inspire 
the church with confidence in the administration of its trusts ; therefore 

Be it Resolved^ That the By-Laws of the said corporation be amended, by 
adding the following to stand as the fourteenth by-law. 

•* BY - LAW XIV." 

** The corporation shall report annually to the convention of the Diocese, a 
" full and specific statement of all the funds and property in its hands, and shall 
** give for the information of the convention, such a general report concerning its 
" affairs, as will inform the convention of its condition, and of the extent and 
" character of the beneficial trusts confided to it. 

** At every annual Diocesan convention the trustees shall request that body 
** to nominate, from the members of this corporation, one person, to be elected at 
" the next regular election of trustees, which nominee, so declared, shall be also 
"the nominee of the board of trustees to the association assembled in annual 
^* meeting. 

** The convention shall, at all times, have access to the records and securities 
" in the hands of the trustees belonging to the Diocese, by committee or commit- 
** tees appointed by the convention for that purpose. 

** This by-law shall not be changed without the unanimous vote of the trus- 
** tees and the concurrence of the corporation." 

In view of this communication herewith submitted, and the report of the 
Trustees of the Diocese, the committee feel it to be their duty to refer the whole 
matter back to the convention without recommendation.

Item 4 of Rev. Mr. Rogers' report was taken up. In this 
connection Mr. C. C. Trowbridge read a letter from H. G. Wells, 
of Western Michigan. {Seep. 26.) 

Item 5. This being matter in the hands of the committee on 
Canons, action on the same was delayed for the present. 

Item 6. Under this head, the Rev. C. H. W. Stocking, D. 
D., chairman of the committee to co-operate with the American 
Church Building Fund Commission, presented and read the fol- 
lowing report. On motion the report was accepted, and the rec- 
ommendation therein contained was adopted. 

The committee of the last Diocesan convention appointed to co-operate with 
a similar committee on the American Church Building Fund, appointed by the 
General Convention, respectfully report that they convened a joint meeting of the 
two committees in June last, and took early steps for furthering the objects of the 
commission in the Diocese. Your committee regret that the resolution of the 
last annual Diocesan convention providing for an annual offering to this fund by 
every parish in the Diocese on the second Sunday in September, has been in 
operation in but fourteen parishes, viz : 

St. Andrew's Church, Ann Arbor. St. Peter's Church, Detroit. 

All Saints* Church, Brooklyn. Emmanuel Church, Detroit. 

Trinity Church, Bay City. St. Paul's Church, Flint. 

St. PauPs Church, Detroit. Christ Church, Owosso. 

St. John's Church, Detroit. Zion Church, Pontiac. 

Christ Church, Detroit. St. John's Church, St. Johns. 

Grace Church, Detroit. St. Paul's Church, Marquette. 

The amount contributed by these parishes during the conventional year is 
^367 34* This is, at least, a beginning, and it is encouraging, if not satisfactory. 
Your committee are clearly of the opinion that the resolutions of the convention 
under which they were appointed, and offerings solicited, should not be disregarded, 
especially since, in the judgment of your committee, no more important work than 
this can occupy the attention and enlist the Bympathy of the church at large. Meth- 
odism is building for its scattered members, and in its mission fields, churches at 
the rate of one for every day in the year, and other religious bodies have copied

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in a good degree, the generous example. If the church is to live at all in certain 
localities, it must be through such agencies as your committee represent. The 
Building Fund Commission, by modest and well secured loans to temporarily 
depressed parishes, and by building churches and chapels in our great mission 
fields, will often be able to decide questions of life and death. 

Your committee most earnestly direct the attention of this convention to the 
resolutions on p. 46 of the Journal of 1881, and recommend that the Reverend 
clergy be requested to explain the objects, advocate the claims, and enforce the 
needs of the American Church Building Fund in their several cures, and to make 
the offerings provided for in the said resolutions.

This being a subject under consideration by the com- 
mittee on the proposed Hall at Ann Arbor, action on the same 
was delayed for the present. 

The report was then adopted and the committee subsequently 
discharged. 

The Rev. Paul Ziegler in behalf of the committee on Canons, 
presented and read the following report : 

The committee on Canons has had under careful consideration the various 
matters remaining over from last convention, and would respectfully recommend : 

1. The final adoption of Article VII. as amended by resolution of Mr. Saw- 
yer, as per page 60 of the Journal of 1 881. 

2. The final adoption of the substitute for the proposed Sec. 3, of Canon 
IX. as approved by last convention, (Journal of 1881, p. 49.) The section thus 
awaiting final adoption, reads as follows : 

"Sec. 3. There shall be a Missionary Committee appointed by the Bishop 
at each annual meeting of the Convention, of which committee the Bishop of the 
Diocese shall be a member ex officio^ and to further consist of at least one Clergy- 
man and one layman from each Convocation." 

3. The adoption of Canon XV. as proposed, with the following changes : 
In Sec. 2, the substitution of the word ** Diocese " for the words " Trustees of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese of Michigan " ; that in Sec. 3, the 
words " vested in the Trustees of the P. E. Church for the Diocese of Michigan, 
who shall hold the same," shall be struck out and the word ** held " substitu- 
ted; that in Sec. 4, the words ** Bishop and Standing Committee" shall be 
substituted for the word ** Convention " ; and the words** made subject to the 
convention pf the Djoc^se,'* sjiajl be substituted for the popclpding two lines, 
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beginning ** deeded," ; that in Sec. 5, in place of the latter half, beginnmg " it 
shall be the duty,'* there shall be substituted the following words, ** the property 
of said mission may be transferred to the officers of the newly organized parish." 

The committee, sensible of the importance of this proposed Canon, would 
remind the convention that the subject of an authorized form of organization 
for missions has been under discussion in this convention for several years past 
and demands early settlement. The committee believes that the Canon as now 
proposed would prove a practical and unobjectionable addition to our Diocesan 
enactments. 

The committee recommends, in the fourth place, that a special committee of 
two be appointed, with power to secure the printing of the Constitution and Can- 
ons as finally adopted, and also the Rules of Order, and any other documents 
which the special committee may deem necessary for reference by the convention 
and the officers of our parishes.

1. On motion Article VII. as amended, was adopted. The 
Article reads as follows : 

'* Article VII. The Clergy and Lay Delegates, in Convention, shall 
deliberate in one body, and shall vote as such. But in all questions that may arise, 
except the election of officers of the Diocese, and of Clerical and Lay Deputies 
to the General Convention, a vote by Orders may be demanded by five members, 
in which case the concurrence of both Orders shall be necessary to give validity 
to a measure, and on every question the vote of a majority of those present, or 
>vhen demanded by five, the votes of a majority of those present of the two 
Orders respectively, shall decide." 

2. On motion the subject was recommitted to the committee 
on Canons. 

3. The proposed changes in Canon XV. being voted on sep- 
arately, were each adopted, and the Canon as amended, was 
adopted. The new Canon reads as follows : 

''CANON XV." 

** FOR THE ORGANIZATION OF MISSIONS." 

" Sec. I. Wherever in this Diocese any number of persons, not less than 
** ten, interested in the services of our Church, may wish to unite together for pur- 
"poses of regular public worship, the same not being within the limits of any 
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*< organized parish, and desire to form a Mission under the direction and care of 
" the Church in this Diocese, they shall make application in manner substantially 
"as follows, to wit: (Form shows: I. Organization and adhesion to the 
* Church, 2. Amount subscribed by responsible persons towards salary — payable 
** quarterly to the Missionary Committee, and non-pa3rment to authorize dissolu- 
•* tion. 

'* Sec. 2. If such application should be approved, the Bishop shall make 
•* arrangements for services to be held from time to time. As soon as convenient, 

* a Warden shall be appointed by the Bishop, who, with the person ofHciating as 

* Missionary, shall act as the agent of the Diocese in taking efficient care of the 
" property of the mission. The duties of the Warden in matters pertaining to pub- 
" lie worship, shall be the same, as near as may be, as the duties of wardens in 
" organized parishes. 

" Sec. 3. All property of the Mission, real or personal, shall be held sub 
**ject to the control and direction of the Convention of said Diocese. 

*• Sec. 4. Any organized parish desiring aid from the Bishop and Mission- 
*'ary Committee, may bi authorized to dissolve and abandon their organization, 
** and form anew as a mission under this Canon, by obtaining the consent of the 
** Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese, but said dissolution shall not 
** be valid and of effect until the property of the parish shall have been made sub- 
** ject to the Convention of the Diocese. 

" Sec. 5. At any time that a mission shall be in condition to support a Rec- 
** tor without aid from the Diocesan funds, it may apply to the Convention of the 
** Diocese in the usual form to be admitted as an organized parish. In case it 
** shall be so admitted, the property of said mission may be transferred to the 
** officers of the newly organized parish. 

" Sec. 6. Any mission organized under this Canon may send one delegate 
** to the annual Convention, who shall be a communicant in said mission. His 
** credentials shall be a certificate from the clergyman, or person acting as mission- 
" ary in charge, that he is a communicant in said mission in good standing ; when 
** admitted, said delegate shall have the usual privileges of delegates, except that 
" he shall not be allowed to vote." 

In regard to the recommendation at the conclusion of the 
report of the committee, it was moved and carried that a special 
committee be appointed on printing the Constitution and Canons, 
etc., as suggested. Subsequently the Rt. Rev. Chairman 
appointed as such committee, the Rev. Paul Ziegler and the Rev. 
S. W. Frisbie. 

The Bishop retiring, called the Rev. L. L. Rogers to the 
Chair. 
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Mr. C. C. Trowbridge offered the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted. 

Resolved^ That the salary of the Bishop of the Diocese, from and after the 
first of July proximo, be fixed at five thousand dollars, and the use of the Epis- 
copal residence. 

Rev. J. H. Magoffin, chairman of the committee on the report 
of the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Church for the Diocese 
of Michigan, presented and read the following report, which, on 
motion, was adopted. 

The committee on the report of the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church for the Diocese of Michigan, would respectfully report that in consequence 
of the late action of the convention there is nothing left for your committee but to 
approve the report referred to them. 

Rev. A. W. Seabrease, chairman of the committee on the 
report of the Secretary and Treasurer of the Missionary Commit- 
tee, presented and read the following report, which, on motion, 
was adopted : 

The committee appointed to examine the accounts and vouchers of the Treas- 
urer of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese, respectfully report that they 
have performed that duty, and find the same correct.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 

On the Proposed Church Hall at Ann Arbor. 



Your committee have had two meetings for conference in regard to the pro- 
posed Hall at Ann Arbor, since the last Diocesan convention. The importance 
and extent of the duties assigned to the committee were fully realized. There 
was an entire harmony of opinion in the deliberation of the committee in refer- 
ence to the responsibility for christian nurture and education reposed in the church, 
and a cordial concurrence with the plan which has been so fully and admirably 
unfolded by the Bishop in his annual address in regard to the erection and endow- 
ment of *' a Church Hall " in connection with the State University. We are con- 
vinced that the far-reaching benefits, and rich opportunities which may be ours in 
the realization of this scheme, should excite the earnest zeal, and have the enthu- 
siastic encouragement, as well as the generous liberality of all who are interested 
in christian education. 

Your committee beg leave to recommend to the convention for its adoption, 
the following resolution : 

Resolved y That a committee consisting of three clergymen and four laymen, 
of which the Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex officio chairman, be appointed, 
with the duties and powers following : 

First. To raise a fund by such means as they may agree upon, for the erec- 
tion of a Collegiate Hall in Ann Arbor, and for an endowment sufficient to sup- 
port a warden in charge of the same ; and also to secure by donation, if possible. 
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or by purchase, if necessary, any available ground deemed by them suitable for 
this purpose, as soon as the amount necessary for such purchase can be obtained. 

Second. To adopt plans, and to make contracts for the building, and its 
complete equipment, whenever in their judgment an amount of funds shall have 
been secured fully adequate to meet the expense. 

Third. To report annually to the Diocesan convention, the progress and 
condition of the work under their charge, until the object for which the commit- 
tee is created shall have been fulfilled, and until the committee shall have been 
Hnally discharged by vote of the convention.

On motion of Mr. Vernor, the report was adopted, and the 
above named gendemen were declared elected. 

The Rev. Dr. Hall, chairman of the committee on Christian 
Education, presented and read the following report : 

The committee on Christian Education beg leave to report that they have 
observed with gratitude the increasing interest taken in this subject during the past 
year. 

First, in the Sunday School, where, next to the family, its earliest and most 
effective instrumentalities are put forth. During the past year an organization has 
been formed, called the Sunday School Association and Teachers' Institute of 
Detroit, under the Bishop of the Diocese, as President. A series of meetings was 
begun Feb. 12, 1882, at which numerous addresses and papers were offered, of 
unusual force and excellence. The Association has now a permanent form, and 
its success may lead to the formation of other like Associations in the Diocese. . 

The Detroit Female Seminary may be now enumerated among our institu- 
tions of a distinctive christian character. Not only is the religious teaching accord- 
ing to that of our church, but the pupils of the schools, both of the day and of 
the boarding departments, are largely from the families ol our communion. The 
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third year is now closing since the school came under the charge of Rev. Marcus 
H. Martin, and its increased prosperity, numbering as it does, some three hundred 
pupils, entitles it to the warmest congratulations of its friends. 

The St. Paul's Grammar School for Boys, at Detroit, under the Rev. Paul 
Ziegler, as Head Master, is an effort to associate the highest literary, scientific and 
classical attainments, with christian influences, and the institutions of our church. 
The school was opened on the second Monday after Easter, under the direction of 
the Bishop. It has now twelve pupils in the classical department, and there is 
every promise that at the beginning of the first academic year in September, there 
will be a full attendance. 

The important subject of providing for the future educational necessities of 
the Diocese, in connection with the advantages offered by the State University at 
Ann Arbor, referred to by the Bishop in his address, has been under the consider- 
ation of this committee, and they are prepared to commend the views expressed by 
the Bishop, to the serious attention of the churchmen of Michigan. The pros- 
pective growth of the church in this Diocese, has made it evident that we cannot 
begin too soon to lay the foundations for our own educational institutions, both lit- 
erary and theological, and consequently the matter has been wisely presented by 
the Bishop, at this time. 

Your committee recommend, that for the better information of the Diocese, 
five hundred copies of that portion of the Bishop's address referring to this sub- 
ject, be stricken off by the Secretary having in charge the printing of the conven- 
tion Journal, for general distribution. 

Rev. Mr. Seabrease moved to amend the report by the sub- 
stitution of "one thousand copies " of so much of the Bishop's 
address, etc., in place of " five hundred copies," as recommended 
in the report. 

Mr. James Burtenshaw moved as an amendment to the amend- 
ment, that one thousand copies of the whole address be published. 
A vote being taken on Mr. Burtenshaw's amendment, it was lost. 
A vote being taken on the amendment offered by Rev. Mr. Sea- 
brease, it was carried, and the report as amended was adopted.

FORTY-EIGHT ANNUAL CONVENTI 



My Reverei^d Brethren, and Brethren of the Laity: 

An eventful year has passed since we last met in Anni 
vention. Amid many evident blessings, some calamities < 
lar severity have visited us as a state and nation ; yet thi 
been tempered and overruled by the wisdom and love 
who in judgment remembers mercy. On the morning o 
of last July, the President of the United States was strick 
by the hand of violence, at the national capital ; and, 
interval of suspense and suffering, which shall be memc 
the annals of human sympathy, he was permitted to lay 
den of his high office down, and to enter into rest. It is 
of my present purpose to register the profound sense whi< 
have of the conspicuous virtues which adorned General G 
public and private career, or to give utterance to the fe< 
bereavement and loss which we all felt, and still do fe( 
untimely end of his hopeful and gracious life. Nor d< 
permit me to dwell upon the many considerations which t 
of his murder commends so seriously to us, and the v 
which are to be derived from the unhealthy conditic 
made such a crime possible. Let it suffice for us to pon< 
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grateful hearts the touching evidence, which General Garfield's 
death called forth, ot the stability of our institutions, of the rev- 
erence which the masses of our people have for law and the law's 
ministers, and of the tender bond of sympathy and brotherhood 
which binds all Christian humanity together. Through all the 
long days of suffering, during which the President lay at the White 
House, and at Elberon, the whole people watched, as with bated 
breath, the silent and pitiful, yet heroic struggle for life ; and 
when it was over, the nation still maintained its constancy to law 
and order, though all that looked out of the windows were dark- 
ened, and the mourners went about the streets. Nor was this 
feeling of profoundest grief confined to our own land. On the 
day when the President's mortal remains were laid to rest at 
Cleveland, the courts of kings and emperors were draped in 
mourning, and the sound of tolling bells hushed the business and 
gaiety of many a capital and hamlet in Europe. Surely it is meet 
that we, as Churchmen, should make mention of these things ; 
that we should ponder the lesson which this national affliction, 
and the widespread sorrow and sympathy occasioned by it, have 
commended to us ; and that we should gratefully welcome the 
assurance that has come to us, in this time of trial, of the oneness 
of our people's hearts ; of the dignity and stability of our institu- 
tions ; and of the respect and sympathy with which our great 
enterprise of free government is regarded among the nations of 
the earth. 

A calamity of another kind has visited the people of our own 
state. In the month of September last, forest fires of unexam- 
pled severity swept over portions of Tuscola, Huron and Sanilac 
counties, inflicting great loss of property, and no inconsiderable 
loss of life. The details of this great disaster are too well known 
to need recounting here. As the story of desolation was told 
from day to day, the hearts of the people of the whole land were 
stirred to their depths, and they responded in gifts and benefac 
tions of unprecedented generosity Many portions of the burnt 
district had recently been occupied by the Church. Among the 
guiferers were many of the Church's children. In s^ddition to the 
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large contributions which were sent to the State Relief Commis 
sion and other civic agencies for the relief of the destitute, gener- 
ous gifts of money and clothing soon began to be forwarded to 
me, as Bishop of the Diocese, for the benefit of our Church peo • 
pie. I hope it is not improper for me to say, whafit is very pleas- 
ant for me to record, that among those gifts were generous offer- 
ings from old friends and former parishioners in Chicago and 
New Orleans, as well as from parishes and individuals in all 
parts of the land. The clothing which was supplied, was 
promptly forwarded to the clergy of the burnt district, who, with 
painstaking care, distributed it to the needy. The money was 
carefully apportioned among the sufferers for whom it was con- 
tributed, by the same clergy, in council with myself, and was 
then distributed under the personal supervision of the clergy, to 
each beneficiary. In this way relief was timely administered in 
what is believed to have been the kindest and wisest way, so as 
to strengthen the bonds between the missionaries and their peo - 
pie, and to give the fullest effect to the relief so generously pro- 
vided. Vouchers which account for all the money contributed 
for this purpose, are in the hands of the Treasurer of the Church 
Association, who kindly acted as the custodian of these contri • 
butions ; and it is thought that no Church family suffered, that 
has not been helped by these funds. Soon after the fires, Miss 
Smiley tendered her services for any work that might offer in con- 
nection with the relief of the destitute. At my request she trav- 
ersed a portion of the desolated region and ministered relief and 
consolation with rare tact and sympathy to large numbers of the 
sufferers. Encouraged by her report, the Woman's Auxiliary of 
the Diocese, and especially the Detroit branches thereof, organ- 
ized a plan for the systematic relief of the sick. A hospital was 
established at Minden, and maintained for several months ; medi- 
cal supplies were provided at various points for free distribution 
among the suffering, and physicians were employed to do work in 
the more destitute regions. The result of all this relief work has 
been that our stricken brethren have been cared for, and have 
been bound more closely to us, as we have been to them, in the 
8 
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bonds of brotherly sympathy. Few chapters in the history of 
Christian philanthropy have given more ample evidence of the 
Church's tender charity for her children. With quiet and self- 
denying zeal, our missionaries have well discharged the laborious 
and difficult duty that has devolved upon them ; while those to 
whom they have ministered, have shown themselves by their 
■^ manly endurance and patience, and by their no less manly grati- 
tude, to have been entirely worthy of all that their more fortu- 
nate brothers have devised for their succor. In this connection 
I must not refrain from making special and grateful acknowledger 
ment of the help that was rendered xo me in the details of this 
laborious business by the Secretary and Treasurer of the Church 
Association, who has toiled cheerfully day after day, and often 
night after night, to assist ,me, and our missionaries, in the for- 
warding and administration of relief 

During the past year another Bishop of the Church has been 
permitted to rest from his labors. On the loth day of July, 1881, 
the Rt. Rev. John Barrett Kerfoot, D. D., LL. D., Bishop of 
Pittsburg, died at Myersdale, Penna., in the sixty-sixth year of 
his age. It does not belong to me to speak of the great 
bereavement which his own Diocese has sustained in his death ; 
but the general Church also feels and mourns his loss. Sagacious 
in deliberation, firm and wise in council, of admirable learning, of 
large experience, and of simple and unaffected piety, he will long 
be sincerely regretted by his brethren. But though individuals 
die, the Church lives. His successor has taken up the burden 
which he laid down, and has already had time to evidence a wis- 
dom and zeal which give large promise for the future. 

Of the clergy of our own Diocese, one has gone to his reward 
since the last Convention. At sunrise, on the 4th of last Septem- 
ber, the Rev. George Palmer Williams, LL. D., fell asleep at his 
home in Ann Arbor, aged seventy-nine years and four months. 
The loss of this venerable and venerated man is felt as a personal 
bereavement by all who had the good fortune to know him. The 
first President of the University of Michigan, and officially con- 
nected with it for piore than fifty years as one of its most learned 
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and devoted professors, he wielded a remarkable influence on the 
rising fortunes of our state. Certainly it is not too much to say 
that no one of the illustrious men who have been connected with 
our great University, has acted a worthier or more important part 
in its history. But it was not only as an eminent and gifted edu- 
cator that he served and blessed his fellow men, but, also, and 
even in larger measure, as the wise and gentle man of God. Dr. 
Williams was one of those rarely beautiful souls, whom to know 
was not to admire merely, but also to trust and love. Great as 
were his gifts, and distinguished as were his services, he accom- 
plished yet more in the work of his Master, by the gracious and 
unconscious influence of an unselfish and holy life. Though my 
own acquaintance with him was very brief, and belonged to his 
latest earthly years, yet his memory seems to me like a benedic- 
tion ; and I cherish the recollection of his friendship as among the 
most precious experiences of my past. Surely in his life and 
death, our Heavenly Father has been very gracious both to him 
and to us ; to us, in that He did not remove our brother until all 
of his work had been well done ; and to him in that He did longer 
delay to call him to his reward. 

Passing now to the consideration of the condition and needs 
of the Diocese> it is not too much to say that the year has been 
one of great activity, and of much growth. A detailed statement 
of my official acts is appended, and will be printed. Looking 
over the whole field, and summing up the results as far as we can, 
we certainly have much reason to thank God and take courage. 
Among the notable things accomplished during the past year, I 
cannot refrain from mentioning the liquidation of the large debt 
on St. Paul's Church, Flint, by the unaided contributions of the 
people themselves, under the wise and enthusiastic leadership of 
their Rector. The consecration of this beautiful church in a sol- 
emn service participated in by a large number of clergy, among 
whom was the faithful former Rector of the parish, was an occa- 
sion long to be remembered. It is pleasant to add that the vestry 
have signalized their appreciation of their Rector's service by 
increasing his salary, and improving the rectory. It is hoped 
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that their example in this will be followed in other quarters. I 
also note the consecration of St. Paul's Church, Brighton, a beau- 
tiful brick church completed since the last Convention ; and of St. 
John's Church, Howell, also of brick, and completed within the 
year ; also of St. Paul's Church, Taymouth ; of St. John's Church, 
Midland ; of St. James' Church, Bridgehampton ; of St. Mary's 
Church, Deckerville ; of St. John's Chapel, West Bay City ; and 
of St. Paul's Church, Lansing. The announcement of the conse- 
cration of this last church will be especially welcome to all who. 
have known of the burden of debt and difficulty which has long 
rested on this important parish. It is gratifying to add that there 
are many other evidences of increasing prosperity under the 
Rector's earnest and prudent administration. In addition to the 
new churches mentioned above as having been consecrated, there 
have been Several others built, or nearly completed and already 
occupied. Among these, I may mention St. Paul's Church, Cor- 
runna, a beautiful brick edifice, built within the past year, under 
the direction of the Rev. Mr. Matrau, of Owosso, and of Mr. Geo. 
D. Wright, a Candidate for Orders, in charge as lay reader ; 
also Trinity Church, Caro, a beautiful and well appointed church, 
built under the direction of the Rector, the Rev. Mr.^ Todd ; also 
St. Mary's Church, Sault de Ste Marie ; also St. Paul's Church, 
Bad Axe ; also Grace Church, Lapeer, which is of brick, and is 
one of the most beautiful and best appointed churches in the Dio- 
cese. Too much praise cannot be awarded to the Missionary in 
charge of this important point, the Rev. Mr. Luson, for his cour- 
ageous enterprise, for his unwearied labors, and for his generous 
liberality in making a large advance out of his own means, with- 
out which the erection of this much needed church would hardly 
have been possible. Churches are also in process of erection, or 
are about to be undertaken at various other points, as at Mackinac ; 
at St. Ignace ; at Au Sable ; at Port Austin ; at Gagetown ; at 
Vassar ; at South Bay City ; at Vinewood Avenue, Detroit, and 
for the colored congregation at Detroit. In addition to these 
buildings, a chapel of stone, and a rectory of stone, have been 
built at Ann Arbor ; a chapel of stone at Bay City ; a rectory of 
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brick at Owosso ; a comfortable rectory has been purchased at 
Negaunee; and at Adrian, a commodious residence has been 
given to the parish for a rectory, by a generous Churchwoman 
of that city. Of the churches mentioned as having been built 
during the year, St. JSimes* Church, Bridgehampton, and St. 
Paul's Church, Bad Axe, were built by me with contributions 
given to me for the building of mission churches in the burnt 
district; while St. Mary's Church, Deckerville, in the same 
region, was built by the Woman's Auxiliary of the Diocese. It 
was necessary to have these churches framed in Detroit and 
shipped to their destination ready to be put up. In this trouble- 
some enterprise, as also in the building of St. Mary's Church, at 
Sault de Ste Marie, and of Grace Church, Lapeer, as well as in 
many like undertakings, the thanks of the Diocese, and my own 
grateful acknowledgements are due to the officers of the Church 
Association, without whose aid very much of the important work 
noted above, could not have been accomplished. 

In each of my former Convention Addresses I have directed 
attention to the opportunities for growth and progress which lie 
before the Church in this Diocese. Time and experience have 
but deepened my conviction that these opportunities a.re quite 
unexampled in the history of the American Church. No such 
field for the exercise of wise and courageous enterprise has ever 
opened up before any Diocesan Church, as that which stretches 
away from our very doors. A large part of our territory is being 
rapidly settled for the first time. In ten years the whole of this vast 
region will be occupied. In ten years its religious condition will 
be fixed. Ten years of wise and devoted activity will give the 
religious direction of these districts into the Church's hands. But 
in order to this, we must be content to bear unusual burdens ; 
to do double duty, as it were, and to go eagerly forward with the 
Church's aggressive and missionary operations. I fear that you 
may grow weary of my oft repeated story of swiftly coming, swiftly 
fleeting opportunities ; of opportunities that must be seized day 
by day, in this crowded time of growth and progress. But how 
shall I refrain from urging it again, and yet iigaip, uppn yQijf 
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attention, dear brethren, while I realize the awful responsibilities 
which these crowding and vanishing opportunities impose upon 
us ? How can I forbear to urge the need which we have of more 
money, of larger resources, not only because so much new terri- 
tory must be occupied, and occupied speedily, but also because, 
from the necessities of the case, our missionaries must be sus- 
tained in larger degree than common, by the Church's missionary 
treasury. There are many places where the people are stretch- 
ing out their hands for the Church, and where the Church can be 
planted now for all time, but where the people themselves can 
give but little. We dare not allow these opportunities to pass by 
unimproved. A few months of inaction or indecision on our part 
may lose them from us forever. To say nothing of the expendi- 
tures which must be made in the erection and equipment of mis- 
sion churches in regions where to day there are many souls, but 
no houses of worship whatever, there will be needed for the sus- 
tentation of our present staff of missionaries, and for the support of 
those who must be added thereto, a large increase over the con- 
tributions of last year. 

I forbear to enlarge upon the burden of care, which, during^ 
all these busy and anxious days has rested, and is still resting on 
my own heart — the anxious care which I have felt, and must feel 
to get the best men and to keep the best men in our work. 
In a Diocese like this, we need the best men. Mere func- 
tionaries will not answer. Men who are lacking in enthusiasm, 
or who have lost their enthusiasm, are worse than useless. 
Men who are chiefly intent upon being cared for, or who are 
more anxious to be ministered unto than to minister, cannot 
do the great work which God has given to us to do. We 
must have men not only of ability and sound discretion, but men 
entirely in earnest, thoroughly consecrated ; men of the day ; men 
of this age, yet men of God ; true prophets of the Most High, 
prepared and enabled to speak for Him, and to interpret His truth 
to this generation. That such men are happy and successful 
here, is amply proved by the large and inspiriting record of suc- 
cessful work accomplished by our clergy during the past year. 
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But in order to keep such men, and to get more such men, we 
must sustain them. The parishes of Michigan must make a rec- 
ord of greater liberality to their clergy ; and we must begin more 
thoroughly to utilize all our resources. The interest, the zeal, 
the influence of our laity must be more generally called forth into 
active use. All our laity should be influential for good among 
their fellow men, and should gladly and bravely use their influence 
as well as their resources of time and means for the Church's 
advancement. The Church's true and normal standard of piety, 
of integrity, of righteousness, of godliness, should be exhibited in 
the lives of all our people. If there has been anywhere a falling 
off" in these respects ; if by any means it has anywhere come to 
pass that the Church's requirements have been ignored, and her 
fair name discredited by the worldiness or selfishness, or ungodli- 
ness of any of her children, let it be our task to so live and labor, 
to so teach and strive; that this reproach may be removed, and 
that it may everywhere be seen and said, as it ought always 
to be, that in every community the Church's children are the 
best and purest, and most righteous, and therefore, the most 
influential for good. 

But back of these considerations lies one of a more recondite 
and fundamental character. If the opportunities and responsibil- 
ities which lie before the Church in this Diocese are extraordi- 
nary, so, in order to meet and discharge them, there is need not 
only of equipment, but of a wise and thorough adjustment to the 
conditions of growth and progress by which we are surrounded. 
Never was there more urgent occasion for real statesmenship in 
directing the Church's work. For we are dealing in this Diocese 
with living issues ; — not so much with abstract principles, as with 
living men, and with the interests which they cherish and defend. 
It behooves us then, first of all, to understand thoroughly the 
relation which the Church should sustain to the time, the people, 
the age. This relation is defined, it seems to me, by a simple 
statement of what the Church is. It is the Kingdom of Him who 
inade the universe, and still rules the work of His hands. In a 
recent public utterance I ventured to urge what seems to me to 
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be a much neglected verity ; that He who came forth in time's full- 
ness, to work redemption for us, has not withdrawn from His con- 
trol of human history ; that He still reigns who declared on the 
mountain top in Gallilee, after His Resurrection, that all power in 
heaven and earth had been given to Him ; that He did not abdi- 
cate this power at His Ascension, but that He merely translated 
His Manhood from the local in time and space into the universal, 
from the seen to the unseen, and that He still reigns as this 
world's Governor, our Contemporary and our King ; that the 
same Jesus whose tender smile won the little ones to His side in 
Gallilee, who scattered light and healing by His wonder-working 
presence and word, who walked a King on the waves of Gennes 
saret, and stood a King on the summit of the Gallilean mount, 
that He is still the ruler of this world's history, the leader of its 
onward and "upward progress, and that all power in earth and 
heaven is still wielded by Him ; that the perpetuation of His 
Incarnate Life perpetuates likewise His human relation to us ; 
that there is a deep and tender sense in which He, as a Man, takes 
a living interest in all things that concern man's well being ; that 
in a far deeper and truer sense than the philosopher of old ever 
dreamed of. He can say, and does say in effect, from Hi i throne 
of love and power, " I am a Man, and nothing human is indiffer- 
ent to Me " ; that the obvious and necessary conclusion arises 
from this , that the Church is not merely a depositary of truth ; 
that it is not merely the witness of a bygone fact, of a transacted 
history, but that it is the witness of an ever continuing Life, and 
is meant to be the agency and instrumentality in time, of Him 
who rules the ages, and leads their progress, though He inhabits 
eternity ; that if the question, then, be asked, as it is continually 
asked, what are those interests which the Church of Christ may 
properly serve ? the answer is : All human interests ; all interests 
that relate to man's true well being ; for He whose servants we 
are, is not only Divine, but Human ; He is a Man, and nothing 
human can be indifferent to Him. The Church, then, ought to 
take a lively interest and a deep concern in every movement and 
agency that is at this moment ennobling or blessing the human' 
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race. Science, with its plans of progress ; art, with its dream 
of beauty, and its rapture of song ; labor, with its busy hands 
and fervid brow; commerce with its civilizing influence ; educa- 
tion with its elevating and emancipating power ; every beneficent 
agency that works for man's true well being, should be cherished 
and defended by the Church of the Living Christ, and should be 
utilized and employed in His service. 

The principles here laid down admit of a wide application. I 
venture to think that it will be our highest duty in the coming 
years, to realize them in our thought and work, and so to show 
that the Church is no laggard behind the age, but is in sympathy 
with its real progress, and is the leader of its best civilization. I 
now desire to apply these principles to one subject of supreme 
importance. I wish now to speak of the Church's relation to pop- 
ular education, and especially to the University of Michigan. 

Of the various methods of promoting the attainment of excel- 
lence in moral and spiritual character, the Church has attached 
chief importance to that of Christian nurture. She teaches her 
baptized children that they are members of Christ, children of 
God, and inheritors of the Kingdom of heaven ; and the whole 
system of sponsorship and tutelage which she has adopted is 
intended to keep them in that relation, and to promote their 
gfrowth in grace and holiness. It is, therefore, of the last import- 
ance in the Church's estimation that her children should not be 
abandoned to the wiles of the enemy, to the seductions of the 
world, or to their own devices ; but that Christian nurture should 
so guard and develop their spiritual and moral strength as to give 
it the mastery. In the earliest years of childhood, this precious 
training is carried on chiefly in the Christian home. Under wise 
and tender home influences, under the father's guidance, and at 
the mother's knee, the spiritual aff*ections and the moral faculties 
of the child are intended to be called forth into exercise, and 
directed to their appropriate objects, even though the intellectual 
training of the child be confided for a few hours each day to sec- 
ular schools, from which religious influences are excluded. The 
Church is able, therefore, freely to sustain and freely to use the 
9 
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common schools of our state, taking a wise interest and pride in 
them, so long as she sees to it that the institutions of domestic 
piety are unimpaired, and that our children are brought up in 
Christian homes, in the nurture and admonition of the Lord. 

As Churchmen, then, we do feel an intelligent interest and 
pride in the common schools of our state ; schools with which the 
Church is in intimate relation through the home life of our chil- 
dren. But our system of common schools is crowned by a great 
University, nobly planned and admirably equipped, where provis- 
ion is made that the youth of our state may be freely and gener- 
ously educated. To this University the young men of the state 
ought to be sent, for many reasons. It is the State University. 
It was planned by our fathers. It is sustained by our resources. 
It offers advafttages to our youth, such as can be surpissed 
nowhere. It is doing, and must continue to do a great work in 
shaping and guiding the destinies of our people. It is one ot 
those agencies for good in which the Church must take a deep 
and abiding interest. Whether we consider the philosophical or 
practical education which it dispenses, the Church of the Living 
Christ ought to sustain a relation to this University which should 
be most intimate and mutually helpful. What can we do now to 
realize this relation? and what advantages will accrue from it, 
both to the University and the Church ? 

I answer. The Church should build and endow a Hall or 
College at Ann Arbor, within which our youth may reside, under 
the c re and influence of a competent warden, while pursuing their 
studies in the classes of the University. In this way all the 
advantages of this noble institution may be utilized by the Church 
for her children, without relinquishing her principle of Christian 
nurture. So far as relates to the education of our youth in the 
philosophical sense of the word, — that is, the development and 
training of their powers, the giving them the use of themselves 
and their faculties at their best, before technical or professional 
instruction begins ; — all this must be undertaken at the University, 
at a time when the young man needs more than at any other 
season of his life those protecting and directing influences 
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which it would be the design of such a Hall or College to 
throw around him. It is, beyond all doubt, the most crit- 
ical time of his life. More than at any other period, the 
student then needs the home influence, under such new condi- 
tions and with such added advantages and developments as a 
large minded, wise hearted warden would bring to bear upon his 
thoughts, his taste, his life. Such a warden would stand in loco 
parentis to our youth. He would be their guide, philosopher 
and friend, and they would dwell with him in the College or Hall 
as free and manly sons under the roof tree of a loving and hon- 
ored father. This is the ideal of a Church Home alongside our 
great University, which I wish to commend to your consideration. 
This is the plan of a Church Hall, or College, which, it seems to 
me, we are called by Providence to build and equip. For the 
lack pf it many of our youth are sent year after year to distant 
and inferior institutions. With it, we can well and wisely care 
for our own. and at the same time, contribute largely to the pros- 
perity of our State University. 

That the Church is bound by every consideration to foster 
Christian education, and especially to care for the Christian edu- 
cation of her own children, is a proposition which all assent to. So 
strongly have the leading Christian denominations around us felt 
this obligation, that they have established denominational colleges 
of their own at great cost, which they maintain at enormous 
expense. They are committed, of course, to tha support of these 
rival institutions, and are so far antagonized against the University, 
urging their people to send their sons to such institutions, though 
it cannot be denied that the educational advantages offered by 
them are inferior to those so abundantly and freely provided at 
Ann Arbor. The Church has avoided this antagonism. The 
Church is free to take her natural place as the friend and patron 
of the University, and to utilize all its advantages without surrend- 
ering her cherished principles of Christian nurture. Instead of 
undertaking, then, to build a Church College elsewhere, whose 
limited and feeble resources, though provided and maintained at 
^reat cost, could in no degree compete with the immense resources 
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and accumulated advantages of our great University ; instead of 
doing this, and so abandoning this noble seat of learning to th*e 
patronage, and therefore, the control of the indifferent or the irre- 
ligious, let us add to the University the one thing which it needs 
to make it just what we would have it to be : that is to say, let us 
build here at Ann Arbor, a Hall, or College, where our youth, 
while attending the University, may reside as in a Christian 
home, under the care of a Christian warden, who would be rela* 
ted to them as a wise and loving, yet authoritative head of a 
family. 

It is impossible to enumerate all the advantages that would 
accrue to our youth from the enterprise which is here suggested. 
There is one, however, that I will venture to lay before you. Our 
yoUng men would be brought together into close and intimate 
companionship, which companionship, under wise conditions, 
would prove of vast and lasting benefit to them. Instead of being 
scattered far and wide, living lives, often, of loneliness, of isolation, 
or of selfishness ; instead of having, properly speaking, no associ- 
ated or collegiate life whatever, the great advantages of associa- 
tion, of companionship, of emulation, — all those generous and enno- 
bling influences which are exemplified in operation at Eton, at 
Rugby, at Harrow, and which are perpetuated in the Colleges 
and Halls of Oxford and Cambridge, influences which have borne 
no small part in making England's leaders such high minded and 
manly men,^all these advantages would belong to the proper 
administration of our Hall or College. That there is a felt need 
of some such association in student life, is witnessed by the vol- 
untary erection and maintenance of the Halls of the Secret Socie- 
ties at Ann Arbor by the students themselves ; and I venture to 
say that the experiment so begun by the associated students is 
satisfactory. Now the erection and maintenance of these Secret 
Society Halls, is a spontaneous movement directly along the 
line of what the Church should undertake in larger measure, and 
with higher purposes, intending to impose no unwise or unusual 
restrictions upon our youth, but to give them the comforts, the 
advantages, the companionships of collegiate life under the super- 
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vision of a paternal head, and under the auspices of that manly 
religion which is characteristic of the Anglican Church through- 
out the world. 

It is by no means to be forgotten that the establishment and 
maintenance of such a Hall or College, while it would secure for 
the Church, at nominal cost, all the educational advantages which 
we could desire, would be of immense advantage to the Univer- 
sity also, in bringing larger numbers of the best youth of the 
state and country to Ann Arbor, and in both protecting and 
inspiring them while working out their career in the University 
course. It is not surprising, therefore, while it is most gratifying, 
that the plan which is here outlined, should be most welcome to 
the officers and friends of the University. My own grateful 
acknowledgements are due to some of them for encouragement 
and counsel, in this behalf; and I have been gready strengthened 
by the approval which my suggestions in this matter have received 
frdm thoughtful and judicious men, both within and without the 
Diocese, and of different schools of religious opinion- 

In this connection, I will briefly outline a further plan which 
might be intimately connected with that which is already pro- 
posed. The warden of the Hall, or College, might be the head 
of an independent Theological Faculty at Ann Arbor, by whom 
Candidates for Holy Orders might be well trained, and by whom 
all such undergraduates as chose to attend, might be instructed in 
sacred learning. It was a part of the original design of the found- 
ers of this University, that the various religious bodies should 
establish their Theological Seminaries at Ann Arbor; and that 
such Seminaries might have a recognized relation to the Univer- 
sity. Other religious bodies have refused to fall in with this 
design, and have established separate institutions elsewhere, to 
the support of which they are committed. In God's providence 
we are not so limited and trammeled, but are free to fill out our 
part of the original outiine sketched by the University's founders. 
Such independent Faculties are established at many European 
Universities. For the support and regulation of such Faculty at 
Ann Arbor, the State would, of course, incur no charge, and the 
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University no responsibility. It would simply be an instrumen* 
tality of the Church for doing her work at the best point and in 
the best way. 

As to the details of establishing and maintaining such a Fac- 
ulty, it would be a matter of simplest arrangement. For the 
ordinary instruction of Candidates, one Professor, namely, the 
warden of our Hall, or College, would be sufficient, with such 
stated assistance as could be furnished by the Bishop and neigh- 
boring clergy. It is most interesting to know that this plan of 
having only one Divinity professor, with occasional helps, has 
long been successfully pursued at some of the Colleges and Uni- 
versities of Scotland, and is known as the Scotch system. In 
one such college the order of weekly exercises and recitations is 
as follows : Monday, Hebrew Grammar ; Tuesday, Greek Exe- 
gesis ; Wednesday, Hebrew Literature ; Thursday, Ecclesiastical 
History ; Friday, Systematic Theology ; Saturday, Homiletics. 
It is safe to say, that one fully equipped and able man could, with 
such assistance as would be easily attainable, give ordinary 
instruction in Divinity, to as many students as chose to come to 
him ; and that the single recitation or lecture per day, could be 
fixed at such an hour that Divinity students might also attend 
many of the classes of the University. And this suggests another 
important consideration. Candidates prepared and trained under 
such a system as this, in daily intercourse with hundreds of other 
young men, with daily knowledge of what the world is doing, and 
in daily communication with the best scientific, literary and phi- 
losophical thought of the age, would be far more likely than the 
inmates of cloistered seminaries, to become the manly, practical, 
thoroughly educated, earnest and really devout clergymen whom 
we need in this day. 

Though such a Theological Faculty would be organically 
related to the Hall or College, of which I have heretofore spoken, 
the two are quite distinct in idea, and should by no means be 
confounded. The Hall, or College, would furnish a place of resi- 
dence, a Christian Collegiate Home, where undergraduates of the 
University, belonging to the Church, might reside, surrounded by 
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the admirable influences which arise from associated hfe, under 
the supervision of Christian nurture. The Theological Faculty 
would supply to the University what must, of course, in a state 
institution, be wanting otherwise, namely, a department of sacred 
learning. No doubt this department might be organized without 
the Hall. It is quite possible that the best and speediest way to 
get the Hall, will be first to endow the wardenship, and place a 
competent warden on the ground who would first define, and then 
help to work out the great enterprise which is here suggested. 
But in either case there would be established at Ann Arbor, a 
seat of Christian influence which could not fail to be of immense 
benefit not only to the Church but to the large body of young 
men who are here being trained lor the duties of active life. 

The following wise and weighty words are extracted from a 
letter addressed to me by one whose name, were I at liberty to 
use it, would add force even to the cogent considerations which 
he urges. He says : " The University of Michigan is now, and 
** to all appearance, must ever be, a great educational center. Its 
" influence must necessarily be increasing, and more and more 
" far-reaching; and that, too, in the region which is destined to 
'* be, in all probability, the most populous section of the whole 
" country, the region of the great lakes and of the north-west. 
" The thousands of youth who will graduate from the several 
** Faculties, will be scattered throughout this vast population, 
'* and will become identified with it, and contribute largely, very 
" largely to its intellectual and moral character. Above all, it 
** will be this great body of graduates, more than any other class 
** of persons, who will determine the religious habit and tone of 
** these north-western communities. Therefore it is of immense 
** importance that the influences surrounding the students of the 
** University of Michigan should be, as far as possible, promotive 
" of their religious and moral development. Every reasonable 
* * measure dictated by past experience, should be taken to keep 
*' in the ways of religion those who have been religiously trained 
** in their homes, and to bring into the ways of religion those who 
'* have not been blessed with such training. * * * * 
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** In a State University, of course, no one denomination of Chris- 
** tians can be exclusively recognized, and religious exercises can- 
** not properly be made compulsory, though, as in the University, 
** daily devotions are held for the benefit of all who choose to 
** attend. The situation is analogous to that of some of the Euro- 
** pean Universities in early times. In those institutions the hosts 
** of students were at first scattered about in separate abodes and 
** lodgings. Good Christian men, seeing the importance of secur- 
'* ing to them abodes in common, where comparatively small num- 
*' bers, or companies, could be brought together in comfortable 
** lodgings, and be under religious and humanizing influences, 
** erected for this purpose, halls, inns, or colleges. Thus sprang 
** up the halls and colleges of Oxford and Cambridge, and thus 
" was created one of the mightiest agencies for the maintenance 
*' and advancement of the Church in England. At the Univer- 
*' sity of Michigan is a great opportunity, opened by Providence 
*• for the achievement of precisely the same grand success for the 
** Church. Never have the circumstances anywhere been more 
'* favorable and tempting to such benevolent enterprise. There, 
** at this moment, is a large company of students who would gladly 
" avail themselves of the advantages offered by such a home, 
** gladly place themselves under its rules, and under the care of 
*' its religious head ; and hundreds of them, as the sure result, 
** would be saved to the Church, hundreds would be gained to 
** the Church, and hundreds in the couse of time, would make 
'* their way mto the ministry of the Church." 

Time does not permit me to pursue this subject further. 
Enough has been said, I trust, to show that the opportunity 
does lie before us, not only to begin a great and benefi- 
cent work, but in doing this, to solve what has often been 
considered the most perplexing problem of the age, and 
so to realize the hope of all the best friends of religion and 
learning on these shores, in the reestablishment of a modus vivendi 
between religion and public education. I will confess that 
I have coveted for the Church the distinction of being the 
first to undertake the accomplishment of this great thing, and so 
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of demonstrating to a sceptical age the deep concern which 
Christianity has in all that relates to man's true well being. But 
far more do I covet for the Church the glorious opportunity for 
doing and dispensing good which the occupation of such a van- 
tage ground would give her. To heal the widening breach 
between religion and science; to show that all departments ol 
human learning are but kindred branches of the one harmonious 
and homogeneous Truth of God ; to demonstrate that there is no 
essential antagonism, and ought to be no alienation between the 
Church and all the agencies that wisely work for man's instruc- 
tion and enlightenment; these noble results would surely arise 
from the wise carrying out of the enterprise suggested here. But 
greater in dignity and importance would be the pastoral and mis- 
sionary influence which the Church would exercise in the doing 
of these great things ; the winning and keeping of the souls o 
men as they pass on through these academic shades to the prac- 
tical duties of active life in the great world around us, and the 
calling of multitudes, through them, to blessed immortality. I 
do not shut my eyes to the difficulties that will necessarily attend 
the establishment of such a seat of Christian influence, nor to the 
responsibilities that will belong to its administration. No doubt 
our Hall or College, if built at all, must be built by individual 
benificence. No doubt the salary of the warden and the other 
ordinary expenses of such an establishment should be so amply 
provided for by endowment that there will be no continuing bur- 
den of financial responsibility resting on the Diocese. I invite 
the fullest consideration of all these details, submitting the whole 
matter to you for counsel and action. Of this thing, however, I 
feel assured, that if we shall be perfectly agreed concerning the 
wisdom and expediency of this undertaking, a way will be found 
for its accomplishment. Some Christian man, or men, will see 
this opportunity to do the most notable work of Christian benifi- 
cence that has been undertaken in modern times, and will set an 
agency in motion that will bless multitudes of our countrymen 
through all future generations-

DETAILED ACCOUNT OF VISITATIONS.

The repairs and improvements of the rectory which were begun previous to 
the meeting of the last convention were quite extensive. Blinds have been hung 
to all the windows. The walls of the rooms covered with handsome paper, a 
range with hot and cold water, and stationary tubs placed in the enlarged kitchen; 
a bath tub has been put in the bath room up stairs, with, of course, the introduc- 
tion there of hot and cold water, and some other work of less importance, though 
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needed, has been done, all of which has made the rectory comfortable and quite 
complete. No little credit attaches to the members of the parish, for this gener- 
ous action. The Ladies' Aid Society furnished the window blinds, paper for 
walls, and carpet for hall and stairs. 

Nearly a year ago the Rector established a mission about three miles out of 
town. It was put under the care of the Guild, and services have been regularly 
held every Lord's day since, and much interest manifested. The following is a 
summary of official work at the mission ; Clerical and Lay services, 41 ; bap- 
tisms — infants, 6; Sunday School — sessions, 43; teachers, 5; scholars on the 
roll, 40 ; average attendance every Sunday, 27. The members of the Guild who 
took the work in hand have been faithful and indefatigable in the performance of 
duty. The Rector has held during the year a number of services at Long Rapids, 
22 miles inland, where he has met an earnest and intelligent people, who are 
longing for and praying for the privileges of the church regularly given them. 
Few mission fields, in the Rector's judgment, in the Diocese, are more promising 
than this one now is for successful cultivation.

The few that were left 
petitioned for the use of the court house, in which to worship God, but were 
refused, TKrough the goodness of God, and the liberality of the friends of mis- 
sions, coupled with the zeal of our Bishop, a very beautiful little mission chapel 
has been erected and equipped in ever . department, for the church's service, with 
a seating capacity of about 200, which I opened to the public April 14th, last. 

Ubley — Is served from Bad Axe, a distance of 7 miles. Here we have a 
congregation of 41 families of loyal churchmen, whose cry is, ** Come over and 
help us." 

Bloomfield — Is another associate mission, with Bad Axe for its centre, with 
a congregation of 60 souls, all eager and hungry for the services of the church. 
These three places will make a fine mission, and must needs be separated from 
Port Austin, as it is impossible for one man to serve them without loss gf prestige, 
amongst so many contending sects.

The last year has been a most eventful one in these missions. In September 
the townships included in my mission, were swept by a hurricane of fire. Many 
of the people lost everything, only escaping with their lives. In some cases deaths 
were caused by the severe privations of those dreadful days. For some time one 
scarcely knew how to act until I received letters of encouragement from the 
Bishop, and the Secretary of the Church Association. The Bishop immediately 
commissioned the Rev. Dr. Pitkin to visit the mission. He did so, and reported 
promptly the sad condition of the people. The churches in Detroit, with a noble 
generosity, sent immediately, clothing and other necessaries. Then from the Dio- 
cese of Connecticut, Mt. Clair, N. J., Buffalo, and other places in New York, 
Germantown, Pa, St. Michael's, Washington, in fact, from numerous other places 
clothing poured in for the sufferers. A considerable amount of money came from 
the Bishop through the Secretary of the Church Association. Here I have to 
thank in the name of the sufferers, the different branches of the Woman's Auxil- 
iary, which sent timely aid. Within the last three months the relief committee at 
Port Huron, sent me over $700 through their indefatigable secretary, for distribu- 
tion amongst the needy, without distinction of race or creed, throughout the 
county. I feel that that committee are doing a benevolent work. There is no 
case that I have brought before them that they have not helped. 

During the convention year, the Bishop paid two visits to the missions. On 
one of these occasions he consecrated two nice chapels, preaching to overcrowded 
congregations, when he received addresses of welcome. The work is certainly 
taking root in the county, and the influence of the church is being felt. Three 
years ago this was but a moral wilderness, where there are now two churches, 
with large congregations, well organized Sunday Schools, and where the mission- 
ary exercises the various functions of the priestly office. One has to thank God 
and lake courage.

Having entered on my parochiil duties in Trinity parish, Houghton, Novem- 
ber 6, 1881, I found the parish devoid of spiritual energy, and generally the worse 
for the unavoidable sorrow which had befallen it through the sickness and removal 
of the late Rector. The work for a little lime seemed heartless, and the labor 
hopeless, but persistency seems now to show some apparent fruit, though small and 
of slow growth. Since November, I have held five services a week, and preached 
five sermons, besides extra Lenten duties, and teaching a Bible class. Three ser- 
vices on Sunday, two in Houghton, morning and evening, one in Hancock, after- 
noon. One week evening service in Houghton, and one in Calumet. The work 
to be did in this district is great ; one man cannot do it. In the anxiety to do 
more than it is possible for one to do, there is danger of what is done, being done 
too slovenly. The heart is apt to override the head in the attempt to do the 
impossible.

I was placed in charge of Grace Church Mission, Lapeer, on the ist of July, 
1 88 1. Smce then a fine lot, in the centre of the city, has been purchased, upon 
. which has been erected a gothic church, of brick, with stone water table and but- 
tress caps. It is 62x32 in nave, 14x24 in chftnc^l, It is finished with open roof 
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of oak and black walnut. The first section of the tower has also been erected, 
covered by a temporary roof. It has cost $3,000. but is worth $4,000. I loaned 
$700 to raise the walls; have received from Hon. H. P. Baldwin $100, from the 
church association, $565, and the balance has been raised in Lapeer. Towards 
furnishing, Dr. Worthington gave a very handsome altar table, and through Dr. 
Stocking, Grace Church, Detroit, gave the pulpit, a prayer desk, money to furnish 
malting for the aisles, and two jrayer books for chancel use.* Rev. Dr. Dotten 
gave the lectern. The mission has thus secured a handsome home, and bids fair 
in two or three years to become a strong parish At present it will have to be 
nursed by the Diocese in providing for the priest in charge. There is a small 
floating debt which will be paid soon. I have officiated 4 times in Otter Lake, 
baptized 9 children, administered the holy communion once, and secured a lot for 
a church. I have also officiated in North Branch 3 times, at Imlay City three 
times, at Rochester three times. More than this could have been done if my 
health had not failed, several times confining me with malarial sickness.

There 
must be upwards of 600 deaf mutes within the Diocese, scattered one here and one 
there, and not so easy to reach as other people. Generally they have to come 
farther to enjoy the privilege of worship and religious instruction. Besides the 
work in Michigan, I have officiated at stated times in the principal cities of the 
followipg Dioceses ; Pittsburg^ Ohio, Southern Ohio, Indian^, WesUrn Michigan, 
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Illinois, Springfield and Missouri. I have also officiated in the Dioceses of New 
York and Pennsylvania. Some of the services have been conducted at State 
schools for deaf mutes on invitation of the officers in charge. The number of 
communicants has reached 146, and I have candidates awaiting at many places 
the Bishop's visitation. The railroads have greatly aided this work by granting 
facilities for free travel. They generally recognize the exceptional character of 
the Deaf Mute Mission, when they depart from rules affecting the cleigy. I 
desire here to express my thanks for this aid.

The superintendent of St. Luke's Hospital, Church Home and Orphanage, 
respectfully submits the following report to the honorable board of trustees at 
their annual meeting : During the year ending March 31, 1882, 72 persons were 
inmates of the institution, at an average time of I03|f days. Eleven died, and 
38 were discharged ; present number, 23, (15 in the Home, and 8 in the Hospi- 
tal department). By referring to the last annual report of St. Luke's Hospital 
and Church Home, it will be seen that the number of inmates is 2 less this year, 
and the average time shorter; the last item is to be accounted for in the death of 
three inmates of the Home, viz. : Miss Scott, who was one of the very first mem- 
bers ; Mrs Segar, and Mrs, Rice, who had been inmates for the last seven years. 
The inmates were kindly remembered at Thanksgiving, Christmas, and many 
times during the year, much to their comfort and delight.

Report of the Hospital Work at Minden^ Michigan^ done through the Michigan 
Branch Wotnans* Auxiliary ^ for the Relief of the Sufferers from Fire : 

On Friday, October 21, 1 881, the women of Detroit were called togetiier to 
hear Miss Sarah Smiley's report of her visit through the burnt regions of Michi- 
gan. At the close of her touching account, the Bishop of Michigan called for an 
action on the part of the Woman's Auxiliary. Miss Smiley was called to the 
chair, and Miss Adams appointed Secretary. It was resolved to request the Pres- 
ident of the Michigan Branch to call a meeting early in the following week when 
the reports of two ladies, who were requested by the Bishop to visit the burnt 
regions, would be read, and some immediate action taken. Mrs. J. C. W. Sey- 
mour and Mrs. J. S. Conklin, were appointed as such committee. Adjourned. 

On Thursday, November i, 1881, the Michigan Branch Womans' Auxiliary, 
met at St. Paul's Chapel, Detroit, to hear the reports of the two ladies who had 
visited the burnt districts. They made the following suggestions: I. That 
assistants be furnished to the physicians at Minden and Verona. 2. That depart- 
ments for hospital stores be established at seven different points. 3, That a hos- 
pital be established at .Minden. Committees on hospital, surgical instruments, 
books, and hospital stores, were then appointed by the President, and the meeting 
then adjourned. 

A meeting of the Michigan Branch Womans' Auxiliary, was called at St- 
Paul's Chapel, November 10, 1881. Reports of the several committees were read, 
and Mrs. Charles Buncher was appointed Treasurer. Adjourned. 

At a meeting of the Michigan Branch of the Womans' Auxiliary, at St. Paul's 
Chapel, April 20, 1882, the report of the several committees who have been inter- 
ested in the work of carrying on the hospital at Minden. for the relief of invalids 
suffering from the effects of the late fires, was presented. The meeting was 
opened with a short service by the Right Rev. S. S. Harris, and afterwards the 
Secretary's report was read, stating the fact of the work being an outgrowth of 
Miss Smiley's urgent recommendation of it to the women of Detroit. Mrs. Emer- 
son then read the report of the hospital committee, which stated that it was not 
possible to secure a suitable building for the hospital before the end of December, 
although the work was projected in November, but by the close of December*; a 
house was in readiness, capable of holding 12 patients, bedding, furniture, and 
Utensils, being donated by the general committee. Dr. Healy, of Mifidep, was 
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iqipoifited visiting physician, under a fixed salary. A competent nurse was placed 
in charge, with two persons to assist in the general work. The hospital was vis- 
ited in January and in March by different members of the hospital committee, and 
at both times everything was found in good working order. The whole number 
of patients treated was i8, of whom lo were chronic cases. Two were operated 
upon with benefit, and of the acute cases, 6 to 8 were discharged recovered. It 
was decidied to close the hospital by the 15th of April, and the articles which had 
been supplied by the general committee, were returned to them, with thanks, by 
vote of the ladies. The treasurer, Mrs. Charles Buncher, reported the receipt of 
$1,299 ^2, of which sum $850 was the result of Miss Smiley's representation of 
the cause among her eastern friends ; $100 was the gift of Mrs. Garfield, and the 
remainder from numerous contributors throughout the entire country. Of this sum 
$499 85 was expended for the maintenance of the hospital from December to 
April, while $557 48 was used for paying physicians' and nurses' salaries, and for 
filling physicians' requisitions at several other points. The balance now in hand, 
$242 49, is to be devoted to the care and comfort of two or three chronic cases 
who have been taken back to their homes upon the closing of the hospital. The 
committee on surgical instruments and books, reported the receipt of I77, and the 
disbursement of ^76 94. It was decided to give the drugs remaining in the hos- 
pital to Dr. Kay, and to leave the distribution of such articles as were not provided 
by the general committee, to Mrs. George McDonald, of Minden, who has had a 
general oversight of the work since its commencement.

Burials, 64.1, an increase of 92. 

Public services: Sundays, 5,574; week days, 3,567; total, 9,141, an 
increase on Sundiys of 246, and on week days of 216; total increase, 462. 
Average number of services for the year in 96 parishes and missions, 95. 

The Holy Communion administered 1,218 times, a decrease, notwithstand- 
ing fuller reports, and an increase of missions, of i. A decrease was also reported 
last year. Average for the year in 82 parishes and missions, i^Ji. 

Families, 4,950, an increase of 123 ; total number of souls reached by the 
pastoral ministrations of the Church, 21,185; ^^ increase of 634. Average num- 
ber of souls in 90 parishes and missions, 235. 
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Sunday School teachers and officers, 923, a decrease of 48 ; scholars, 7,966, 
a decrease of 257. Estimated number of parishes and stations without Sunday 
Schools, 38. Average number of teachers and officers in 81 Sunday Schools, ii^; 
average number of scholars, 98. 

Contributions for Parochial objects, 1145,619 98, an increase of 135,857 88; 
for Diocesan objects, $44,246 30, an increase of $29,344 13, large contributions 
having been made in some parishes for the Episcopal Fund and for the fire suf- 
ferers; for General objects, $7,645 69, an increase of $2,755 ^3> Sunday School 
contributions, #6,159 75, an increase of #1,888 85; Total contributions for all 
objects, #203,671 7a, an increase of $69,588 61, more than fifty per cent. This 
increase is widely distributed. 

For about two thirds of the above contributions, the sources named are as 
follows: The offertory,. $2 2,307 22; pew rents, #33,858 29; subscriptions, 
gifts, pledges, etc., #72,730 47 ; parochial societies, $7473 74. 

Value of church property in the Diocese, $1,187,680, an increase of $49,941 
76. If we add the amount of the Episcopal Fund, #89,460 84, of the Christmas 
Fund, #6,901 38, and of the Church Literature Fund, #100, the aggregate wealth 
of the church in this Diocese may be reported as #1,284,142 22. 

Indebtedness is reported in 23 parishes and missions to the amount of $15,690 
85, a decrease of #10,582 86, the parishes at Adrian, Flint, Lansing, and Emman- 
uel Church, Detroit, having paid their debts. The indebtedness amounts to 
about ^y^ per cent on the property encumbered, and to less than ly^ per cent of 
the gross value of church property in the entire Diocese. 

The clergyman's salary is reported in 21 parishes at #1,000 or more ; in 12 
of these at #1,500 or more, aqd in 6 at f 2,000, or more. One parish pays $3,500, 
with the use of a rectory, and three pay $3,000. Four parishes pay from #700 
to $900 ; and 24 parishes and missions pay from #100 to #520. An increase of 
salary is reported in ten parishes. 

Sittings, 21,774, an increase of 827. About one -half of these are free. In 
46 churches all the sittings are free, but the free system prevails mainly in very 
weak parishes. 

There are completed church edifices at 76 points ; at four of these with 
appended chapels, and at three with basement chapels. There are 27 rectories.
